Welcome to Heritage Auctions’ offering of The Cape Coral Collection of Multiple Talers! This important 
collection has been meticulously curated for excellence; the dedication of the collector and the 
accomplishment of this assemblage effortlessly counterbalance what would in most cases seem a rather 
modest offering of 85 lots. We have found the quality of each individual piece to be outstanding, a great 
many of which are easily amongst the finest known of their respective types. 


Carefully assembled over many years, there is a uniformity to the collection in terms of technical quality 
and eye-appeal that is rarely encountered. In addition, this assemblage contains a tremendous variety 
of types to captivate a diverse mix of collectors of these important issues; everything from broad 
Showtalers to Siege Issues to a gargantuan 10 Taler the size of a tea-cup saucer and weighing in at 
almost 300 grams! 


Despite the superlative nature of the collection in its entirety, we are compelled to single out a selection 
of pieces that we felt were special, in terms of their rarity, condition, or both. First, the largest pieces in 
the sale are a pair of multiple Talers of Friedrich Ulrich of Brunswick-Wolfenbittel, in denominations of 
5 and 10 Talers. As a pair, they truly stand out by virtue of their quality, even in light of recent multiple 
Taler collections that have appeared on the market. The 5 Taler is simply phenomenal, certified MS63 
by NGC and deserving of every point. The central portion of the strike is so well-accomplished that the 
obverse almost appears to have been struck in cameo. The 10 Taler, also certified in Mint State (MS61 
NGC) is another improbable survivor, not only the finest example of the type we have seen, but probably 
among a handful of the finest extant pieces of this denomination in silver from any issuer. 


Collectors of Mining Talers will be exuberant about the inclusion of a stunning 4 Taler of Joseph Wenzel 
struck in 1767 featuring the Wenzel mine in Furstenberg. It has been certified MS64 by NGC and is 
spectacular to view, with reflective fields beneath a superb patina. Another exciting specimen from 
the German States is a product of the Clausthal mint in Brunswick-Luneberg-Celle, 3 Talers dated 1647 
struck to celebrate the imminent peace approaching as the Thirty Years’ War was drawing to a close. It 
has been magnificently preserved and is certified MS63 by NGC. 


The last piece we wish to highlight from this collection is difficult to categorize. It is a remarkable 
siege-issue of Zara (Zadar) in modern-day Croatia. At the time of its striking, however, it was a part of 
the French Illyrian Provinces, having been wrested from the Venetian Republic by the Austrian Empire 
and later ceded to Napoleon. It was produced in the highly unusual denomination of 18 Francs and 
40 Centimes by French occupiers while under siege by Austrian forces as the tide was beginning to turn 
against Napoleon throughout Europe. Although we have placed it under Croatia for the purposes of our 
catalog, the appeal of this near-Mint State rarity is incredibly broad and reaches out to collectors of siege 
issues as well as specialists in Italian, French, and Austrian numismatics. 


In the aggregate, we have found ourselves considerably impressed by the beauty of this collection and 
the care with which it was assembled. Our hope is that you find yourself inspired by the contents of this 
catalog and the amazing stories behind so many of its component pieces. We wish you the best of luck 
in your bidding and hope that any piece you may procure from this wonderful collection will be an asset 
to your cabinet.

29001 Archduke Leopold V 2 Taler ND (1626) AU55 NGC, Hall mint, KM641, Dav-3332. Struck to commemorate the marriage of the Archduke 
to Claudia de Medici following his resignation from his previously held ecclesiastical posts, this variety may be differentiated from the later posthumous 
type by more ornamentation on the obverse busts and a larger wreath above the eagle. The lightly haymarked surfaces display highly original tone over 
superficial circulation wear, amounting to a very pleasing representative of the issue.

29002 Leopold I 2 Taler ND (ca. 1680) MS63 NGC, Hall mint, KM1119.1, Dav-3247. Sharply struck and beautifully toned, this broad double Taler 
retains exquisite surfaces with bright luster glowing beneath the patina. The engraving of the youthful portrait of Leopold 1s superb, featuring a lion’s head 
pauldron and the Order of the Golden Fleece around his neck. Although lightly circulated examples of this issue are relatively available, survivors in this 
distinguished quality remain quite elusive.

An absolutely stun- 
ning example of this large siege issue produced by the French occupying 
Zara while under siege by Austrian forces. The stamps are evenly and 
deeply applied and the surfaces appear essentially as made, with the addi- 
tion of some light argent tone. Bulges exist on the flan where the three sets 
of initials were impressed into the edge. Overall, a spectacular example of 
this type, less commonly seen than the variety with the large stamp, and a 
true prize for the connoisseur of siege coinage. 


Located on the Dalmatian coast in modern-day Croatia, Zara (Zadar) 
changed hands several times throughout the course of the Napoleonic 
Wars. It was first ceded to Austria after the dissolution of the Venetian 
Republic in 1797, only to be added to the Kingdom of Napoleon in Italy 
in 1806 and then made part of the French Illyrian Provinces in 1809. 
When Napoleon’s successes began to be reversed in Europe, the Austrians 
seized an opportunity and laid siege to the city on November Ist of 1813. 
The French capitulated after 34 days on December 5th and Zara would 
remain a part of the Austrian Empire until its cessation to the Kingdom 
of Italy in 1920.

A highly-appealing example 
of this issue, sharply struck with light honey tone over fully lustrous sur- 
faces. The level of detail in the engraving of the reverse arms is superb.

Field reflectivity is tempered somewhat by laven- 
der and gold tone, which accentuates the charming design, both that of the 
artfully depicted Imperial Eagle and the personifications of the River God 
Lech and River Goddesses Wertach and Singold.

An exquisite example of this 
type issued to commemorate Christian Ernst’s appointment as a Colonel 
of the Franconian Circle. It is lightly toned over highly lustrous under- 
lying surfaces with a small planchet flaw noted at eight o’clock on the 
reverse. The engraving is highly detailed and brought up nicely by a firm 
strike.

A 
highly original and attractively toned specimen of this city issue of Brunswick. The strike is excellent overall and the flan exhibits few flaws. This variety 
features the value engraved on the die, rather than punched into the base of the city arms. 


Brunswick (Braunschweig) issued coins in its own right numerous times throughout the Medieval and Early Modern periods, although it was never 
technically an Imperial Free City in the proper sense. Rather, as a member of the Hanseatic League, the burghers of the city wielded enough economic 
power to engage the ruling nobility and in many instances run the city as they saw fit, often including the minting of coinage independent of the Duchy 
of Brunswick-Luneburg.

Struck in Anticipation of Peace 


29019 Brunswick-Liineburg-Celle. Friedrich 3 Taler 1647-LW 
MS63 NGC, Clausthal mint, Lippold Wefer as mintmaster, KM177, Dav- 
135 (LS). A beautifully-preserved specimen of this broad multiple Taler, 
likely issued just after the Truce of Ulm in March of 1647 when the end 
of the Thirty Years’ War was imminent. Duke Friedrich 1s pictured on the 
obverse surrounded by the arms of the various cities and towns of his 
duchy: Brunswick, Eberstein, Oberdiepholz, Lohra, Unterdiepholz, Lut- 
terberg, Blankenburg, Klettenberg, Regenstein, Hohenstein, Bruchhausen, 
Hoya, Homburg, and Liineburg. The reverse depicts a dichotomic scene; 
to the right a landscape with felled trees and a burning building watched 
by a nearby bird (owl?) in a withered tree, to the left is a more idyllic 
scene of farmers, shepherds, and miners in a landscape beneath the sun 
overwatched by a nearby dove with an olive branch in its beak. A “3” 
denoting the weight in Talers is stamped at the bottom. A few minuscule 
flaws are noted, primarily visible with the aid of a glass, but none distract 
significantly from the toned surfaces, well-struck details, and flashes of 
luster clinging to the edges of the devices. 


The Thirty Years’ War of 1618-48 was a devastating conflict for the popu- 
lation of Central Europe, as vast mercenary armies were essentially living 
off the land through pillage. A great number of soldiers were killed in bat- 
tle, but these figures are dwarfed by the millions of civilian deaths caused 
by the famine and disease triggered by the various campaigns. A number 
of truces had come into effect between the various state actors throughout 
the 16405, such as the aforementioned Truce of Ulm signed on 14 March, 
1647 by France, Sweden, Bavaria, and Cologne. The final peace came af- 
ter a series of treaties were negotiated in Minster and Osnabrtick between 
May and October of 1648, collectively known as the Peace of Westphalia.

A Stunning Presentation Piece 


29021 Brunswick-Wolfenbiittel. Friedrich Ulrich 5 Taler 1614 
MS63 NGC, Goslar mint, Heinrich Oeckeler as mintmaster, KM54, Dav- 
36 (LS). Marvelously engraved and possessed of an exacting strike, this 
imposing multiple Taler remains in an almost unbelievable state of pres- 
ervation. Light lavender tone bathes the fields and recessed areas while 
the high points and margins of the devices remain lustrous and bright; 
the overall juxtaposition of coloring and relief lending a virtual cameo 
effect to the depiction of the duke on horseback. Typical of a coin of this 
proportion, there is light doubling in sections of the obverse legend, a 
few scattered surface marks, and small touches of striking weakness to 
the flourishes in the reverse arms, but these hardly affect the overall pre- 
sentation. This specimen is absolutely superior to similarly-denominated 
examples from almost every issuer. The balance of the exceptional stan- 
dard of production with the obvious care taken in the safekeeping of this 
magnificent piece over the past 402 years set it in a special class of rarity 
highly sought after by the most advanced numismatists currently active. 


Loser, or Redeemers, inhabit a purposeful, albeit very unusual, place in 
German numismatics. The utility of such coins in everyday commerce was 
virtually nil, but that was essentially the point. Duke Julius of Brunswick- 
Wolfenbiittel was the first to institute such a coinage in 1574, giving the 
genre its common name of “Loser” by the engraving of “BRVNSWIGS 
IVLIVS LOSER AM WERT ALIS INSERVIENDO CONSVMOR ” in the 
reverse inscription. Due to plentiful silver production in the Harz Moun- 
tains, the idea was that nearly all landowners were required to purchase 
at least one Loser whenever an issue was produced and then retain it for 
redemption to the treasury in the event of war or crisis. In addition to 
the requirement of purchase, there were officials that conducted periodic 
checks on landholders to account for the Loser and to ensure they were 
accessible. The calling in and melting of such specie throughout the turbu- 
lence of the Thirty Years’ War has contributed to the great rarity of many 
types, particularly in exceptional condition.

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A Massive Reiterl6ser of Friedrich Ulrich

MS61 NGC, Goslar or Zellerfeld mint, 286.66g, Hans Laffers as mint- 
master, KM229, Dav-43 (LS). A marvelous presentation of this extremely 
rare and imposing showpiece, well-struck overall with sharp details and 
few traces of cabinet friction with the value mark punched in the car- 
touche at the base of the reverse. The surfaces throughout exhibit luster 
and reflectivity while enveloped in a superb cabinet patina. There are few 
other marks of note to be found and no heavy tooling or graffiti as 1s unfor- 
tunately so often the case with these large issues, although there are traces 
of light chasing to be found with the aid of a glass, particularly along the 
upper obverse fields. Independent of the important pedigree to the collec- 
tion of Virgil Brand, this is easily the finest example of this denomination 
we have seen and is truly a singular piece destined for a very advanced 
cabinet.

Friedrich Ulrich is largely considered one of the more incompetent rulers 
of this duchy. His poor decision-making ability and rumored alcoholism 
led to a number of crises, among those an ill-advised siege of the city of 
Brunswick in 1615, his de facto deposition for 6 years by his mother and 
her brother, Christian IV of Denmark, and massive pillaging of his lands 
by both sides of the forces in the Thirty Years’ War. This piece was struck 
during an interregnum of sorts, two years after the beginning of the Thirty 
Years’ War and two years before Friedrich Ulrich would be able to wrest 
the rule of his duchy back from his mother and uncle. In 1622, Christian, 
along with members of the nobility, would aid Friedrich in resuming his 
rule after the dismissal and expulsion of Anton von der Streithorst, who 
had been appointed governor in 1616 and through corruption and curren- 
cy debasement had nearly ruined the economy of the duchy. In the midst of 
an attempted divorce from Anna Sophia of Brandenburg, Friedrich Ulrich 
died without issue from an infected leg fracture in 1634, leaving what 
was left of his duchy after great territorial losses in the war to August the 
Younger of the Liineburg (Dannenberg) line.

Also referred to 
as the Kelchtaler, this very scarce issue is widely sought not only by advanced Swiss collectors, but also 
seekers of early-dated coinage. The PCGS XF40 grade on this coin only tells a small part of the story, as 
examples of this type seldom appear as pleasing as the present. With the combination of exceptionally 
original surfaces that are highlighted by choice tone and an impressively even strike, this example is sure 
to please. From the 17th century, we note a 1654-dated ducat from Geneva that is of well-known rarity 
and significance. Unpriced in the specialized HMZ catalog, and simply listed as “Very Rare” in Friedberg, 
it is believed that as few as three examples of this ducat exist. As such, the opportunity to acquire it here 
should truly be the specialist’s dream. 


Jumping to the 19th century, a Choice AU example of a 32 franken from the short-lived Helvetic 
Republic, graded AU58 by PCGS, is sure to entice. As a one-year type and the largest gold coin from 
this period, its constant demand is an understatement. Additionally, an amazing 1816-dated 16 franken 
from Graubunden is sure to catch eyes. With a mintage that is thought to have been right around 100, 
and a history that traces its gold to the nearby Calanda mountains, there are few other issues during the 
period that share a comparable mixture of lure and elusiveness. 


From the Confederation period, numerous rarities and collector-favorites immediately stand out. A 
Gem 1925 100 Francs, graded MS65 by PCGS, will certainly be the target of many Swiss and world gold 
collectors alike. Additionally, you'll find not one, but TWO examples of the renowned 1928 5 Francs 
rarity. Thought to exist in numbers below 100, you'll find not only a Specimen of the issue, but also one 
meant for general circulation, both displaying attractive toning highlights. 


Finally, we have to note a nearly complete set of shooting issues (comprising just over 30% of the lots in 
this offering!) that run from the Graubunden issue of 1842 through the modern gold and platinum issues 
that conclude in 2016.

Graded at the Choice AU level, the 
current example certainly presents as finer, with undiminished prooflike 
reflectivity that runs through the fields and pinpoint definition over the 
design, perhaps only holding microscopic friction on the reverse wreath. 
Whatever light handling is present remains wholly unobtrusive. Truly a 
piece with a high-end appearance for the grade, and as such, a coin that 
is likely an excellent value when compared its few Mint State certified 
brethren. 


Interestingly, all examples observed have been struck from one set of dies, 
the reverse of which reveals the major blunder of having been punched 
with a 16 in the denomination before the intended 32 was placed. While 
unlikely the whole reason, it is certainly reasonable to hypothesize that 
this could have shorted the life of the die and contributed to the scarcity 
of the issue.

The re- 
verse holds familiar, yet more ornate than is typical style, with a 6-line 
inscription, detailing the denomination and date, inside a floriated wreath. 
This example is incredibly well struck for an issue that we’ve seen come 
flat, and it remains free of noteworthy impairments, with bright prooflike 
surfaces that retain exceptional flash on both sides. While the absolute 
quality of archived examples is difficult to identify from photographs, we 
note the last two sales of the type, the most recent being in a Kunker 
5/2015 auction that brought 38,000 Euros graded Stempelglanz and prior 
to that, a 34,000 CHF hammer in a 5/2014 Hess-Divo sale for an example 
graded Unzirkuliertes Prachtexemplar. Considering that those examples 
aren’t visually dissimilar from the present, our estimate may in fact prove 
conservative.

The silver coins with the pillar and waves design struck at the Spanish Colonial mints during the 
17th century unquestionably constituted the main trade coinage of their time and arguably the 
most important trade coinage in history. As such, the historic legacy of these issues is hard to 
overemphasize, particularly that of the “pillar and waves” coinage minted in Mexico, which was the 
first struck from 1732 onwards. 


Although not rare as a type, each series of these Mexican issues by denomination contains several 
rarities, most of which correspond to the 1732-1733 years of the reign of king Philip V, during which 
the Mexico City mint was transitioning from the production of cob coinage to the new milled issues. 
This transition period also corresponds with the issuance of the klippe coinage at that mint. 


Heritage Auctions is proud to offer the Philip V series of pillar coins from the Rudman collection: it 
is in fact complete, an unprecedented and remarkable feat in itself. Moreover, due to the incredibly 
high quality of the pieces offered herein, this group is indisputably the most important of its kind ever 
offered for public consideration, unlikely to ever be approached let alone repeated.

Welcome to the apex of our season, Heritage’s 2016 American Numismatic Association Platinum Night 
auction! While we are always impressed by the quality of the coins entrusted to us in these special events, 
we’re particularly excited about our 2016 edition: historical importance, rarity, quality and diversity are amply 
displayed with each turn of the page. And while it is difficult to select highlights from a field of gems, we want 
to point out just a few of our favorites. 


What better place to start than the very origins of human coinage? The Ancients offering of 120+ lots boasts 
two of the first gold coin types ever struck, the legendary “lion and bull” gold staters of King Croesus of Lydia 
(561-546 BC), including an extremely rare “prototype” issue. The unmatched beauty of Greek coinage is 
exemplified by a spectacular silver decadrachm of Syracuse signed by the Master Engraver Euainetos, a lovely 
archaic incuse-relief stater of Caulonia, an important silver decadrachm of Alexander the Great, and a bold 
gold stater of Ptolemy | of Egypt. Of special note is an amazing run of Judean silver covering all five years of 
the First Jewish War (AD 66-70), including two rare Year 4 shekels, and the famous Shoshana specimen Year 5 
shekel found at Masada. The “Golden Age” of the Roman Empire is personified by an incredible run of gold 
aurei from Hadrian (AD 117-138) to Septimius Severus (AD 193-211), the last represented by a rare Dynastic 
aureus of Caracalla and Geta. The Late Roman and Byzantine Eras offer rare and outstanding gold pieces of 
Constantius |, Maximinus II, Licinius Il, Justinian Il and Theodora. 


The “modern” world comprises more than 400 outstanding coins spanning 70 nations, with British coinage 
holding a pride of place. Among offerings from the Scepter’d Isle, we note a spectacular 1553 ship ryal of Mary, 
one of fewer than 10 in private hands. Graded PCGS AU55, our royal ryal is blessed by a robust, well-centered 
and detailed strike as well as a 116-year pedigree back to a 1900 Sotheby's sale. From Great Britain’s Glorious 
Revolution of William & Mary, we offer the finest certified (PCGS MS63) 5 guineas from 1692. With an Elephant 
& Castle privy mark denoting gold from Africa, its mystique is undeniable. Finally, we are proud to present the 
famous 1933 George V penny, one of just seven known. This is likely Britain's most recognizable rare coin, as 
scores of children during the 1940s-60s spent countless hours searching their pocket change in hopes of finding 
an example. 


One of the highlights from the impressive Bern Collection is a remarkable Swiss 20-franc pattern from 1897. 
This singular “Vreneli” type closely resembles normal circulating 20 francs, except for a prominent extra forelock 
on Helvetia’s portrait, a strand deemed “frivolous” by a Bern magistrate and removed before business strikes 
commenced. From the early New World comes a 1733 Mo-MF 8 reales from Mexico, one of the most coveted 
Pillar types; our specimen, graded MS63 Prooflike by NGC, is certainly the finest known and will astound all 
Pillar fans. Prussia provides a titanic Teutonic rarity in the form of a 1753 2 Friedrichs d'or. Graded MS63 by 
PCGS, it is one of only two known specimens, the only other being a well-worn example in the Berlin Museum. 
India offers a pristine 1879 proof 10 rupees with an unheard-of PR68* Ultra Cameo grade from NGC. 


Our “regular” offering is complemented this year by two special holdings of Russian and European rarities: 
The Richard Woit Collection and the Commander Collection. The Woit Collection comprises a significant run 
of Russian coinage, with numerous finest-graded examples of important types, including both a 1762 5 and 10 
roubles of Peter Il. While we offer only a small “taste” of delights from the Commander Collection (stay tuned 
for future landmark items!), these include the finest certified “Bare Head” 100 perpera from Montenegro, 
graded PR63+ Ultra Cameo!

D&T 267. cf. De la Tour 7236 (Veliocasses). A spectacular example of this 
rare type, deeply stuck in good metal. NGC Choice AU 5/5 - 4/5, scuffs. 


The Bellovaci were one of the larger and more powerful Belgic tribes in 
northern Gaul. Their territory extended from modern Beauvais along the 
northern coastline to the Oise River. Julius Caesars conquering army 
encountered them in 52-53 BC. The Bellovaci were led by their king Cor- 
reus, a canny tactician and a fierce opponent of Roman suzerainty in the 
Gauls. Correus led an army of 6,000 picked warriors and 1,000 cavalry 
who, by Caesars own account, played havoc with the Roman supply lines 
and foraging parties. Caesar learned in advance of one such ambush and 
deliberately sent a force into the woodlands to draw out the Bellovaci; 
once they were fully engaged, he led another party of reinforcements into 
the battle and counter-enveloped the enemy. Correus refused to surren- 
der and “fell pierced with many wounds.” Once defeated, the surviving 
Bellovaci made formal submission to Caesar and remained loyal Roman 
allies thereafter.

Pyrrhus In Metapontum

From the time he became king of Epirus in 319 BC, the handsome and 
charismatic Pyrrhus had designs of emulating Alexander the Great's ca- 
reer of conquest. He made little headway against the successors of Alex- 
ander in the east, so turned his eyes to the wide-open west. An opportunity 
came in 280 BC, when the city of Tarentum in southern Italy sought his 
assistance in resisting the expanding power of Rome. Landing in Italy with 
his well-trained army and several war elephants, he marched against the 
Roman consul Publius Valerius Laevinus and defeated him near Heraclea. 
Though the disciplined Macedonian-style phalanx and elephants terrified 
the Romans, they put up a bitter struggle and inflicted heavy casualties. 
Pyrrhus won a second, even more costly victory at Ausculum in 279 BC, 
after which he is said to have remarked, “another such ‘victory’ and Iam 
finished!” Thus was born the phrase “Pyrrhic victory,” meaning a battle 
won at such a high cost that it might as well be a defeat. The presence 
of Pyrrhus in southern Italy and Si cily soon amounted to an occupa- 
tion, with the “hosting” cities forced to strike coins to pay the ravenous 
mercenary army. This attractive gold piece of Metapontum is one such is- 
sue, displaying an appropriately militant helmeted male head (Leucippus, 
founder of Metapontum) of exceptional style.

The Greek colony in Sybaris, located on the instep of the Italian boot, 
was founded circa 720 BC and quickly amassed great wealth due to its 
fertile fields and active port. The historian Diodorus Siculus claims it 
had a population of 300,000 in its heyday, a number aided by the city’s 
“no questions asked” policy of admitting outsiders to its citizenship. De- 
scriptions of the city’s wealth and the abundance of luxurious dwellings 
abound in ancient literature, and “Sybarite”’ became a synonym for any 
self-indulgent lover of luxury. Its destruction by Croton in circa 476 BC 
was attributed to divine vengeance for its ostentatious wealth. The silver 
coinage of Sybaris follows the remarkable relief /incuse pattern employed 
by other cities of Greek southern Italy in the sixth and early fifth centuries 
BC, which required careful flan preparation and precise alignment of the 
dies. The bull of Sybaris, with its reverted head, exerted a powerful influ- 
ence on modern artists, including Picasso.

Caulonia was founded in the 7th century BC by Achaean Greeks, either 
by emigres from the homeland or from the nearby city of Croton. The 
location, on the underside of Italy’s “toe” on a headland jutting out into 
the sea, has in the centuries since disappeared beneath the waves, but un- 
derwater archaeology has located more than 100 fluted columns and two 
spectacular mosaics, both depicting dragons, dating to the 5th-4th centu- 
ries BC. The columns were likely for a large shrine to Apollo, the deity de- 
picted on the city’s beautiful and intriguing coinage. On this magnificent 
piece, Apollo Ss entire nude body is shown in refined Archaic form, striding 
to right, with a small winged daemon on his left arm; to his right stands a 
stag, sacred to both Apollo and his sister Artemis. The unusual fabric of 
this piece follows a style peculiar to Greek southern Italy in the archaic 
period: A broad, thin flan, obverse depicted in relief, the reverse repeating 
the obverse motif but in negative relief, or incuse, and reversed. Creating 
such coins required a high degree of technical skill and quality control. 
The reasons for the popularity of this fabric are poorly understood; some 
scholars have postulated a connection to the mathematician-philosopher 
Pythagoras, who was active in Italy during this period and taught a creed 
which stressed the duality of mankind 8 nature and all existence.

The silver tetradrachms of Leontini show a notable progress of artistic 
styles throughout the fifth century, beginning with archaic depictions of 
a walking quadriga similar to issues of Sicily, to a highly stylized Apollo 
head of a “mannerist” style, to the final evolution seen with this beauti- 
ful issue of circa 430-435 BC, depicting Apollo in a highly refined and 
naturalistic form. Leontinis reliance on agriculture instead of sea trade is 
reflected on the barley corns surrounding the central lion on the reverse.

In 484 or 480 BC, a mule team from Messana won the Olympic Games 
in the event known as the anape (mule biga race); naturally, civic pride 
prompted the Messanians to advertise the victory on their coinage, with 
the olive leaf in the exergue symbolic of the wreath worn by victorious 
athletes. The hare is an animal sacred to the god Pan, who had a temple 
in Messana and was widely worshipped there. The dolphin below the hare 
harks back to the original name of Messana, Zankle (“sickle”), so named 
for its crescent-shaped harbor, of which the leaping dolphin’ arched 
shape became a visual allegory.

Syracuse, the largest and most populous Sicilian city-state, commenced 
coinage in about 510 B.C. From the beginning, Syracusan coins featured 
a basic design that persisted for the next two centuries (with evolutions in 
form): an obverse depicting a charioteer driving a quadriga (four-horse 
chariot) representing the many victories won by Syracusan horse teams 
in the Olympic games, and a female head on the reverse representing 
Arethusa, nymph of a popular island spring. On the first Syracusan tet- 
radrachms, the female head is tiny and placed in a circle at the center of 
a radiating incuse pattern forming a swastika, as seen here. As time went 
on, Arethusa acquired a retinue of four dolphins swimming in a circle 
around her head, likely a symbolic representation of the Sicily itself as an 
island surrounded by ocean.

The pinnacle of Syracusan power came under the reign of the “Tyrant” 
Dionysius I (405-367 BC). Although cruel and despotic, Dionysius was 
also a visionary who employed the greatest artists of his day to create 
what would today be called a “marketing campaign” to advance the 
city’s image and prestige. This remarkable gold piece was likely struck 
circa 396 BC, after Dionysius won a great victory over Carthage at the 
River Anapos. The head of Arethusa, nymph of the spring of Ortygia near 
Syracuse, is rendered with the skill of a true master, perhaps a student of 
the great Euainetos whose style it closely matches. The reverse image of 
Heracles strangling the Nemean Lion is likewise a work of great power 
and pathos. The engraver has captured the moment of maximum tension, 
with Heracles tightening his grip around the lion's neck and mane while it 
claws desperately against his legs for escape.

Widely considered to be the most beautiful coins ever struck, the immense 
silver decadrachms of Syracuse from the later fifth century BC represent 
the full flowering of classical Greek sculptural art. Syracuse, the fore- 
most Greek city in Sicily, had produced coins of exceptional beauty for 
nearly a century when, ca. 415 BC, engravers began signing their coin 
dies. Chief among these were the master engravers Kimon and Euainetos, 
whose large silver decadrachms seemed to capture the spirit of the artistic 
and intellectual revolution then sweeping the Greek world. The obverse of 
these pieces depicts a four-horse racing chariot, or quadriga, in full ca- 
reer to left while Nike, goddess of Victory, flies above to crown the driver 
with a laurel wreath. Below this scene is a set of Greek armor offered as 
a prize to the victorious charioteer. The reverse depicts a beautiful head 
of Arethusa, nymph of a sacred spring, with dolphins frolicking around 
her. This exceptional decadrachm shows the signature of Euainetos (ab- 
breviated EY-AINE) below Arethusa’s neck. The decadrachm of Euainetos 
became a widely-copied archetype for Greek coinage, and the master en- 
graver 8 head of Arethusa remains a paradigm of cool, classical beauty 
today.

Stylish Apollo

Agathocles, who ruled Syracuse as a military strongman or “tyrant” and 
later styled himself “King of Sicily,” was a western counterpart to the 
Hellenistic rulers who carved up Alexander the Greats vast empire to 
the east. The son of a simple potter, he joined the army and rose through 
the ranks to become a strategos, or general. Ambitious, audacious and 
unscrupulous, he was banished for attempting to overthrow the demo- 
cratic government of Syracuse, but returned in 317 BC leading an army 
of mercenaries, seized the city, and banished or murdered all of his oppo- 
nents. His early coinage as Tyrant closely follows the decadrachm design 
of Euainetos struck nearly a century before. War with Carthage followed; 
with Syracuse under siege, he staged a daring attack on the African hin- 
terlands of Carthage that turned the tide of war in his favor. Though ulti- 
mately defeated in Africa, Agathocles returned to Sicily strengthened and 
was able to conclude a treaty with Carthage on favorable terms. In 304 
BC he proclaimed himself King of Sicily and began placing his name and 
the title Basileus on his coinage.

Hieron IT was a military adventurer who claimed descent from the Syra- 
cusan tyrant Gelon. He fell in with the army of Pyrrhus during his great 
Western expedition of 280 BC. When Pyrrhus pulled out of Syracuse in 
275 BC, Hieron remained behind as commander of the garrison. He can- 
nily married Philistis, daughter of a prominent Syracusan noble, and a 
major victory against the Mamertines in 270 BC convinced the grate- 
ful populace to name him King. He reigned for the next 55 years with 
strength, intelligence and justice. His gold coinage and follows Syracusan 
tradition, with the wreathed head of Persephone on this lovely piece re- 
calling the coinage of Agathocles.

Hieronymus ascended to the throne of Syracuse at the age of 15 after the 
long reign of his grandfather, Hieron II, in the middle of the Second Punic 
War. Hieron had carefully maintained an alliance between Syracuse and 
Rome, but the Romans had just been massively defeated at Cannae and it 
seemed Carthage, under the brilliant general Hannibal, was completely 
victorious but for the formalities. Hieron was thus persuaded by the pro- 
Punic faction to break the Roman alliance and throw in with Carthage. It 
proved a fateful move, as Rome recovered from her disasters more quickly 
than anyone could have foreseen and did not take the betrayal of Syracuse 
lightly. A Roman army was thus dispatched to Sicily under the great gen- 
eral Marcellus; Hieronymus raised a 15,000-man army and prepared to 
take the field. However, Hieronymus was assassinated by the pro-Roman 
faction before battle could be joined. Marcellus refused peace overtures 
and subjected Syracuse to a terrible two-year siege, ending with a thor- 
ough sacking. Later historians blackened the name of Hieronymus, accus- 
ing him of engaging in every vice and of bringing ruin upon his people by 
breaking the Roman alliance.

Entella, a fortress city in the interior of western Sicily, became the main 
Carthaginian stronghold on the island and has recently been identified 
as the mint named simply “the camp.” The first Siculo-Punic coins from 
Entella bore an entirely Carthaginian design, depicting a palm tree (pho- 
nix, likely a canting pun on Phoenician) on the obverse and the forepart 
of a horse, sometimes crowned by Nike, on the reverse. As more cities 
came under their control, the Carthaginians employed Greek die engrav- 
ers to create new coins modeled on Greco-Sicilian designs, including this 
superb piece, with an obverse clearly modeled on contemporary coins of 
Syracuse coupled with a reverse bearing the Punic horse and palm tree.

The first gold staters struck by Carthage between 350 and 320 BC were of 
a nearly pure alloy and weighed more than the ubiquitous gold staters of 
Philip II and Alexander the Great. As time went on this coinage was de- 
based with silver and reduced in weight— hence the much more numerous 
Carthage staters produced after @ 320 BC are now termed “electrum.” 
This early stater in pure gold shows a delicacy of style that indicates the 
dies were created by a Greek engraver of consummate skill.

The First Punic War between Carthage and Rome produced more death 
and destruction than any previous conflict.

Carthage produced a number of new coin 
designs and denominations to draw mercenary soldiers into her service, 
including this remarkable electrum trihemistater (weighing 1.5 staters) 
bearing a quasi-Egyptian solar disk flanked by serpents above the proud 
Punic horse.

Of the Archaic Greek coinages, the imagery of Acanthus is among the 
most striking and influential, depicting a lion attacking a bull, a motif 
soon adopted by several other cities. Lions prowled the hinterlands of 
Thrace and Macedon in this era and Herodotus recounts an episode when 
the baggage train of the Persian King Xerxes 's army was set upon by li- 
ons during its march from Asia Minor into Greece proper. This particular 
rendering of the life-and-death struggle is especially powerful, with its 
yin-yang juxtapositioning of the two animals struck in living high relief, 
displaying the full vigor of Archaic Greek art.

Mende was famous as a center of wine production, as evidenced by nu- 
merous amphorae bearing the city’s stamp found throughout the Hellenic 
world. The symbol of an ass recurrs throughout Mende’ coinage, usu- 
ally in company with a figure of Dionysus, god of wine, reclining on his 
back. The earliest coinage of Mende features just the ass, sometimes with 
a bird perched on its rump. In this exceptionally rare early issue, the ass 
carries in its mouth a bunch of grapes, symbolizing Mendes famed wine 
production.

The son of the brutal but capable King Philip IT of Macedon, Alexander 
came to the throne upon his father's assassination in 336 BC and immedi- 
ately launched into a career of conquest that took him to the very ends of 
the known world. Using the invincible army his father had assembled and 
trained, Alexander attacked the gigantic Persian Empire and defeated its 
king, Darius IT, in three titanic battles between 335 and 332 BC. Unsatis- 
fied with simply plundering the Persian realm and returning to Macedon, 
Alexander spent the next eight years driving his army steadily eastward, 
into the deserts of Arabia, the rugged mountains of Afghanistan, and the 
jungles of India, founding new cities in his wake. A true visionary, he 
sought a fusion of cultures and peoples, exhorting his soldiers to take 
wives from the local native populations and adopt Persian and Indian 
modes of dress. Alexander's conquests “liberated” tons of gold and silver 
that had been locked away for centuries in the Great King’s treasuries 
in Sardes, Susa, Persepolis and Babylon. Mint masters soon set to work 
turning this huge haul into coins, which were paid out to Alexander s 
soldiers and high officials in staggering quantities. However, the silver 
decadrachm denomination, worth 10 Attic drachms and 2.5 tetradrachms, 
was struck in limited numbers, indicating they were presentation pieces 
intended for only the top tier of Macedonian officers. Their extreme rarity 
today — fewer than 20 are known to exist — makes it highly likely that 
these pieces were handed out by Alexander himself at a special ceremony, 
perhaps the one recorded at Susa in 324 BC where the great conqueror as- 
sembled his army and distributed up to 20,000 talents to his Macedonian 
veterans. The bidder on this piece thus has an opportunity to acquire a 
coin that, with a high degree of likelihood, could have passed through the 
hands of Alexander the Great.

Alexander the Great left such an enormous impact on the world that coins 
continued to be struck in his name for more than two centuries after his 
death. This gold stater, with types identical to those of the great conqueror, 
was issued nearly a century after his death by a city on the Black Sea, 
either Calchedon in Bithynia or Callatis in Thrace. Recent research and 
analysis of find spots suggests Calchedon as the mint city, while the tradi- 
tional attribution employed by Martin Price has been Callatis.

Among his early conquests, Alexander recognized the vast potential of 
Egypt and initiated construction of a new capital, Alexandria, that would 
quickly become the greatest city of the Hellenistic world. A mint was also 
set up at the former Egyptian capital of Memphis to produce coins to pay 
his army. The new mint employed at least one die engraver of exceptional 
talent, and silver tetradrachms from the mint of Memphis are now recog- 
nized as some of the most beautiful coins produced anywhere in the vast 
Macedonian Empire.

While the types of this gold stater issue of Colophon conform to the norm 
for Philip IT (359-336 BC), the magnificent obverse die of this late post- 
humous issue of Colophon bears a portrait of “Apollo” that is quite dis- 
tinctive and clearly depicts a real person. Comparison with the coins of 
Lysimachus and surviving portrait sculpture leaves no doubt the portrait 
represents Alexander III the Great himself. The issue seems intended to 
legitimize the patchwork Macedonian regime put together by Alexander s 
generals after his death in Babylon under the figurehead rulers Philip III 
Arrhidaeus, Alexanders slow-witted half-brother, and the infant Alexan- 
der IV, his posthumously born son. As such the “Philip” named on the 
reverse should probably be seen as referring to Arrhidaeus rather than the 
traditional attribution to Philip II.

Born ca. 359 BC, Arrhidaeus was the illegitimate son of Philip IT, king 
of Macedon, by a Thessalian dancer. According to Plutarch, a poison- 
ing attempt by Philip’s jealous wife Olympias left Arrhidaeus mentally 
retarded and subject to epileptic fits. When Alexander the Great died in 
Babylon in June, 323 BC, a council of generals met and determined that 
Arrhidaeus would be crowned as Philip III, and would reign jointly with 
the infant Alexander IV. However, neither had any real power, this being 
held by a succession of Macedonian generals. The new king proved as 
compliant and simple-minded as the generals had hoped, but in 320 BC, 
Arrhidaeus married a niece of Philip IT’s, Eurydice, who had more than 
enough ambition for the both of them. In 317 BC, she threw her support 
behind Cassander 8 successful bid to replace Polyperchon as regent. Cas- 
sander, in turn, left her and Arrhidaeus in charge of Macedon while he 
went on campaign in Asia. Popyperchon joined forces with Alexander ’ 
mother Olympias and invaded Macedon. Eurydice and Philip raised an 
army to oppose them, but their soldiers refused to fight. Arrhidaeus and 
Eurydice were captured; Olympias ordered Arrhidaeus to be executed and 
compelled Eurydice to commit suicide.

The impressive cast bronzes of Olbia on the Black Sea in many ways pre- 
saged the development of the Aes Grave coinage in Italy, although the re- 
gions were separated by more than 1,000 miles. Olbia, a colony of Miletus 
located at the junction of the Hyspanis and Borysthenes rivers in the wilds 
of Scythia, grew prosperous on trade between the nomadic Scythians and 
the Greeks. It employed a unique form of coinage consisting of cast bronz- 
es of various sizes and shapes. The smallest Olbian bronzes were made in 
the shape of dolphins; larger denominations bore a facing gorgons head 
backed by a sea eagle clutching a dolphin. Like the early Romans, the OI- 
bians apparently traded these pieces at “true,” as opposed to token value, 
meaning the largest denominations were truly immense and heavy, as seen 
with this extraordinary piece.

The Pontic Kingdom, which stretched along the southern coast of the 
Black Sea, had its origins in the Persian period (ca. 550-333 BC), and its 
ruling dynasty was likely directly related to the Achaemenids. After Alex- 
ander : conquests the Satraps of Pontus became embroiled in the Wars of 
the Diadochi; one of them, named Mithradates, rebelled against Seleucus 
I and seized control of the coastal lands of northern Cappadocia, which 
became the Pontic Kingdom. The descendants of Mithradates became 
steadily more Hellenized but retained Persian trappings. For much of the 
the later third and early second centuries BC, Pontus is devoid of histori- 
cal records; consequently we know next to nothing about Mithradates II 
and III, the third and fourth kings of the dynasty, except that the latter 
married a Seleucid princess named Laodice and fathered two sons who 
both later became kings, Pharnaces I (ca. 185-170 BC) and Mithradates 
IV (ca. 170-150 BC). It is uncertain which of the first three Mithradates 
struck the first coins of the Pontic series, which were gold staters modeled 
on those of Alexander the Great (this example being one of two known). 
Perhaps the most likely candidate is Mithradates III (ca. 220-185 BC), 
who also struck exceedingly rare silver tetradrachms bearing his portrait. 
Pontus would steadily improve its position over the following centuries 
and become powerful enough to challenge Rome for world domination 
during the reign of Mithradates VI Eupator (120-63 BC).

Harpies are described as half-bird, 
half-woman, with an eagle’ talons and harsh screeches; they were sent 
by the gods to torment men who had displeased them. Sirens, the mythical 
offspring of the river-god Alpheus and several of the Muses, are also de- 
scribed as bird-women, but with beautiful voices that drew sailors to their 
deaths. An early myth suggests sirens received their wings when Demeter 
sent them off to search for her daughter Persephone; the flower held by 
this deity might thus suggest the siren interpretation is correct.

This remarkable gold stater type, lacking any inscription but struck from 
dies of highly refined style, has been attributed to the city of Pergamum 
based on symbols and imagery common to silver coins struck with the 
city’s ethnic. The date of its issue is far less evident and has been the 
subject of much conjecture. The obverse closely resembles lifetime silver 
coins of Alexander III the Great from Asia Minor, and the weight stan- 
dard conforms to the gold staters issued by the Macedonian state. But 
this raises chronological problems because the city of Pergamum did not 
rise to prominence until long after Alexander s death— in fact it was little 
more than a strategic mountain fortress until Lysimachus of Thrace made 
it his treasury in 301 BC. The type being quite rare, hoard finds have been 
few but helpful; two examples found in the Saida hoard point to a date 
before 323 BC. The most recent analysis of known specimens by Francoise 
de Callatay, published in 2012, identified five obverse and seven reverse 
dies, perhaps produced by two different engravers, all struck in a tight, 
die-linked series over a short period of time. He suggests the coins were 
personally commissioned by Alexander shortly after his initial invasion of 
Asia Minor and seizure of Pergamum in 334 BC, utilizing dies produced 
by engravers accompanying his army. The lack of an identifying ethnic 
and the different imagery than that employed on Alexander s usual gold 
staters could be explained by the desire to maintain “deniability” should 
the fortunes of war shift and the Persians regain the city. These staters, 
then, are the first coins produced at what would go on to become one of 
antiquity’ greatest cities and the capital of its own empire in the Hel- 
lenistic era.

Lydia was already the dominant power in Asia Minor before Croesus 
(Kroisos) attained the kingdom’s throne in about 561 BC. Perhaps be- 
cause of his association with gold and silver, Croesus became legendary 
for his wealth, and there are several almost mythical accounts of his inter- 
actions with another quasi-legendary Greek, the sage Solon, in which they 
discuss whether wealth and possessions can truly buy happiness. The most 
famous ancient account of Croesus occurred at the end of his reign, when 
he questioned the Delphic Oracle as to whether he should make war on 
the rising Persian kingdom, the oracle answered, with typical ambiguity, 
that if he attacked the Persians he would destroy a great empire. In the 
event he did move to confront the Persian King Cyrus, and, after an in- 
conclusive battle, was besieged and captured at his capital city of Sardes 
in 546 BC, thus destroying his own “great empire.” 


The most important reform attributed to him was the introduction of a 
bimetallic coinage in gold and silver, first augmenting and then replacing 
the previous electrum issues begun by his father Alyattes. The design cho- 
sen by Croesus, the confronting foreparts of a lion and bull, are thought by 
Harlan J. Berk to be symbolic of “strength and power” (lion) and “‘fertil- 
ity” (bull). The lion had previously been used by Alyattes (see lots 2033- 
2034), and so an alternative theory might be that this is a dynastic type, 
with the lion representing Alyattes and the bull representing his son and 
successor. The earliest form of gold stater, now termed the “prototype” 
issue, Shows the lion with a hemispherical “wart” on his forehead, likely 
representing the sun rising over the Lydian lion. The forearms of each 
animal are also positioned differently, in a more “action” pose. Only a 
handful of these prototype issues survive today, including this specimen.

Gold staters were initially issued by Croesus on a “heavy” standard of 
about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver stater denomination 
(although, since silver is a lighter metal, the gold issues were smaller in 
size and much more valuable). The switch to a lighter standard of about 
8.6 grams for gold seems to have been occurred shortly before the Per- 
sians defeated Croesus and absorbed the Lydian Kingdom in circa 546 
BC; the Persians retained the Lydian coinage with only minor changes 
for some time before introducing their own coin designs, the daric and 
siglos, on a similar weight standard and exchange ratio. Since they were 
only struck during the reign of Croesus, heavy issues are about 3-4 times 
rare than the later lightweight issues, and they are much more difficult to 
find in high grade. The creation of separate gold and silver denominations 
ranging from a full stater down to 1/96th of a stater was a visionary move 
that had a major impact on the ancient economy.

This extraordinary and large gold piece has been provisionally dated to 
the transition period between the conquest and consolidation of Alexan- 
der the Greats great Eastern Empire. During this time Alexander em- 
ployed many of the same provincial rulers, or satraps, who had previously 
served the Persian King Darius IT in the same capacity. Stamenes, satrap 
of Babylon, was among them; after his death in around 323 BC, his place 
was taken by the Macedonian general Seleucus, who went on to found his 
own Eastern kingdom. The design is clearly based on the familiar Persian 
running archer/ king motif, but the weight is double that of a normal gold 
daric, testament to the enormous stocks of bullion found in the Persian 
treasury.

This extremely rare gold stater type was unknown until a handful of rare 
Seleucid gold coins appeared on the market in 2003. The group contained 
two staters of this exact type, apparently struck under emergency condi- 
tions from dies normally used for silver drachms. Unusually, the reverse 
displays no control marks or dates. A handful of other gold staters of 
a similar type are known with mintmarks associated with Antioch, and 
dated to SE 161 (152/1 BC), leading scholars to conclude the present, 
undated example was struck around the same time, as Demetrius was 
about to be defeated and killed by the usurper Alexander I Balas. Seleucid 
specialists Houghton, Lorber, and Hoover posit that the series was an 
emergency issue produced by Demetrius I in a desperate attempt to keep 
his soldiers from defecting to Balas. Furthermore, other gold denomina- 
tions were produced in what they categorize as tristaters, two and a half 
staters, distaters, and hemistaters (SC 1629-1632). The survival rate of 
these coins, however, is exceptionally low; though they have appeared in 
commerce over the years, only two examples of the Cornucopia type have 
been offered at auction — this specimen, previously sold in Triton VII 
and XIX, and an unblemished example sold by Heritage at the ANA on & 
August, 2014 (lot 23042, realized $76,375 including BP).

Ptolemy I Soter, founder of the Ptolemaic Dynasty of Egypt, started out 
life as the son of the Macedonian nobleman Lagus; a later tale that he 
was an illegitimate son of Philip II (and thus Alexanders half-brother) 
was probably fabricated. He was a friend and intimate of Alexander III 
the Great from boyhood and accompanied him on his great career of 
conquests 333-323 BC. Upon Alexander ’ death in 323 BC, Ptolemy was 
granted the prized satrapy of Egypt, the richest of the formerly Persian 
provinces. Alone among the Diadochi (“successors”), he was content with 
his sphere of influence and did not risk all to succeed Alexander. However, 
he was not above using the great conquerors image and reputation to 
secure his own position. He hijacked Alexander's funeral cortege as it 
was proceeding back to Macedon and had his embalmed corpse formally 
interred at Memphis in Egypt; later the body was relocated to a splendid 
mausoleum in Alexandria. 


Ptolemy’ early coinage is modeled on that of Alexander and carries the 
conqueror s image and name. The image of the elephant, which Mace- 
donian armies first encountered on the battlefield in northern India, was 
prominently employed. The first tetradrachms and rare gold staters struck 
by Ptolemy during his satrapy depict Alexander wearing an elaborate ele- 
phant-skin headdress. After Ptolemy declared his own kingship in 305 BC, 
Alexanders head on the obverse was replaced by his own unequivocal 
portrait, making him the first Hellenistic monarch to take this step (though 
both Philip II and Alexander had used portraits of themselves “disguised” 
as the deities Zeus and Heracles). This amazing gold stater, struck early 
in his reign, shows Ptolemy wearing about his neck the protective aegis of 
Athena. The reverse depicts Zeus in the car of a chariot pulled by a team 
of four Indian elephants, alluding to Alexander's victories and India and 
the growing importance of these animals as “living tanks” in Hellenistic 
warfare.

Svoronos gives this rare gold issue with the letters SI in the left reverse 
field to the mint of Sidon in Phoenicia, which belonged to the Ptolemaic 
Kingdom during the reign of Ptolemy II and produced a prolific coin- 
age in silver and bronze; the gold on the Ptolemaic pattern from Sidon, 
however, remains exceedingly rare, although gold staters of the Alexander 
type from the city are relatively plentiful.

Gold coins of the mnaieion and half-mnaieion denomination were first 
struck under Ptolemy IT (282-246 BC), who built the famous Library of 
Alexandria and towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 BC he married his sis- 
ter, the beautiful and ambitious Arsinoe, in the manner of the old Egyptian 
pharaohs. The sibling marriage scandalized Greek society, which gave 
Arsinoe the nickname Philadelphus, or “brother-lover.” The first half- 
mnaieions carried four royal portraits: Ptolemy II and his sister-wife on 
the obverse with the epithet adelphon (“sibling lovers”’), backed with the 
portraits of his parents, Ptolemy I Soter and Berenice I, now identified as 
theon (“gods”).

One of the most formidable Ptolemaic queens, Berenice IT’s family back- 
ground was unusually convoluted and bloody even by Egyptian standards. 
Born in 267 BC, she was the daughter of the Cyrenaican king Magas and 
his wife Apama. In 249 BC, upon the death of Magas her mother married 
her off to Demetrius the Fair, son of Demetrius Poliorcetes, who was invit- 
ed to become king of Cyrenaica. Demetrius, however, was more interested 
in Apama than her daughter and, catching him in her mother’s bed, Ber- 
enice stabbed him to death. Despite this, her legendary beauty prompted 
Ptolemy III of Egypt to marry her in 244/3 BC and the duo became the 
foremost “power couple” in the world. Berenice appears to have ruled 
Egypt quite capably during her husband's long campaigns of conquest. 
She had six children, one of whom, Ptolemy IV, succeeded to the throne in 
221 BC. Berenice originally ruled jointly with him but was soon murdered, 
probably at the instigation of her son. The extensive lifetime portrait coin- 
age in her name includes a series of issues which appear to be on the Attic 
weight standard, not normally employed in Ptolemaic Egypt. These coins 
may have been intended for circulation in newly conquered Seleucid ter- 
ritories, which employed the Attic standard.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during the 
reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised portrait of Cleopa- 
tra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If such is the 
case, the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on the original is- 
sues of Ptolemy II-III, from which the later issues were copied, the K was 
one of several letters used to designate obverse dies). Certainly the por- 
trait on these later issues bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoe 
II found on the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not 
these pieces do bear portraits of concurrent figures, it is a historical fact 
that the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably were women, 
including the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

After decades of abuses heaped by the Romans upon the denizens of Ju- 
daea, the Jews were ripe for revolt. In AD 66, the Procurator Gessius 
Florus summarily seized 16 talents of silver from the Jerusalem temple. A 
massive protest by the citizens brought a typically brutal Roman response 
and more than 3,000 Jews were slain. Pleas for calm by the client King 
Agrippa II fell on deaf ears as the city and countryside rose in full-scale 
revolt. Florus and the Roman garrison were driven from the city; an at- 
tempt by the legate of nearby Syria to put down the rebellion led to the 
loss of an entire Legion, XII Fulminata, and consternation in Rome. Once 
freed of the Romans, Jerusalem temple authorities began striking their 
own silver coinage, the first time that a sovereign Jewish government had 
done so. The coins carried Jewish symbolism dating back centuries and 
slogans (“For the Freedom of Jerusalem,” “For the Redemption of Zion”’) 
that showed the leaders of the rebellion well understood how to use coins 
for mass communication. Workmanship in the manufacture of these thick 
Shekels and half-shekels (smaller silver fractions were also struck in tiny 
numbers) was unusually high, given the wartime conditions under which 
they were created. Coins were dated to the year the revolt started; coins 
dated Year I (AD 66) are considered scarce, with about 120-150 recorded 
specimens; Years 2 and 3 (AD 67-69) are relatively common, with known 
examples in the low hundreds, Year 4 issues quite rare (about 40 known 
examples), and Year 5 (AD 70) the rarest of all, with a dozen “regular” 
issues and 14 of “irregular” shekels recorded. Heritage is thus proud to 
present an offering of shekels from the Jewish War covering all five years, 
including specimens from the world-famous Shoshana Collection.

Ramon Vishniac (1897-1990) was a renowned Russian-American photog- 
rapher, famous for documenting the lives and culture of Jews in Central 
and Eastern Europe before the Holocaust.

The year 5 shekel ranks as likely the most storied coin in the Judaean 
series. Silver shekels dated to the fifth year were struck in the months just 
before Titus and his troops captured Jerusalem and burned the Temple 
in July of AD 70. It is probable that large numbers of these just-struck 
coins were melted down and the bullion carried back to Rome as part of 
the booty, which would eventually finance the Colosseum as well as other 
building projects. There were several year 5 shekels among the coins ex- 
cavated at Masada, raising the possibility that the dies formally employed 
at the Great Temple may have been smuggled out of the city and that at 
least some of the coins might have been struck at that remote mountain- 
top fortress. These coins continued in use until Masada fell to the Roman 
legions in AD 73 and the last defenders committed ritual suicide, an act of 
defiance that is still celebrated in Israel today.

The fertile land of Fars or Persis gave birth to two great multi-national 
empires of the ancient world — the Achaemenid Kingdom (circa 600-330 
BO), and the Sasanian Kingdom (AD 240-640). Between the rise of these 
two empires, Persis existed as a relatively isolated vassal state ruled by 
native satraps or governors, offering nominal allegiance to the Seleucid 
and Parthian Kingdoms. The rule of Ardaxsir (or Artaxerxes I), the sa- 
trap depicted here, seems to have spanned the transition from Seleucid 
to Parthian overlordship. Persis struck its own distinctive coinage, which 
employed Persic or Aramaic legends and depicted its rulers wearing the 
traditional native headdress, the kyrbasia, and worshipping before the 
temples and fire altars of Ahura Mazda, the supreme deity of Persia’s Zo- 
roastrian faith. This extraordinary example has a particularly detailed 
reverse, Showing the temple with its ornate doors closed, topped by three 
fire braziers. The Kingdom of Persis would nurture native customs and 
religion for many centuries to form the basis of Sasanian culture when it 
reasserted its dominance in the third century AD.

In AD 253 Shapur captured and sacked Antioch, the third city of the Ro- 
man Empire, forcing the newly installed Emperor Valerian to move east 
and confront the rampant Persians. Shapur drew the Roman army into a 
perfect trap and captured Valerian and his entourage alive, the greatest 
feat of arms yet by a Sasanian monarch and the worst humiliation ever 
suffered by a Roman emperor. A famous rock-carved relief in Naqsh-e 
Rustam shows Shapur seizing Valerian by the arm while another Roman 
Emperor (Philip) kneels before him in supplication. His military exploits 
greatly enriched the treasury; his gold coinage was likely struck from bul- 
lion “liberated” from the Romans, with each dinar is roughly the weight 
of a Roman aureus of the second century AD and certainly more impres- 
sive than the shrunken contemporary Roman aurei.

Superb Medallion of Antinous

Antinous was a handsome Bithynian youth whom Hadrian probably 
noticed on his visit to the region in AD 123/4. According to Hadrian’ 
biographer Anthony Birley, Antinous likely found a “discreet place” in 
Hadrian ’s entourage and accompanied the peripatetic emperor on his 
various journeys. His unmistakable face is seen in the background on a 
series of marble relief roundels depicting Hadrian and his companions 
on a lion hunt, which were later reused on the Arch of Constantine. Their 
relationship came to a mysterious end during Hadrian’ visit to Egypt 
in 130. During a barge trip up the Nile, Antinous drowned, probably on 
October 24. In his memoirs, Hadrian insisted the youths death was an 
accident, but other historians implied either that Hadrian had killed him 
in some sacrificial rite, or that Antinous had committed ritual suicide to 
preserve Hadrian’ health. Whatever the true story, Hadrian’ grief was 
such that he deified the youth and founded the city of Antinoopolis near 
the spot of his drowning. The cult of Antinous spread rapidly throughout 
the Greek east, making him the last of the truly popular Pagan gods. His 
sculpted image also became ubiquitous as the very personification of male 
beauty. Antinous is extensively honored on the Roman provincial coinage 
of the East, particularly in Bithynia and Egypt, but is totally absent from 
the official Roman coinage, since the Romans regarded their emperor s 
display of “Greek love” as an embarrassment. This superb medallion was 
likely struck to mark the “divinization” of Antinous and the founding of a 
city in his honor.

This intriguing gold aureus belongs to the 12 months immediately follow- 
ing the assassination of Julius Caesar, which produced a chaotic situation 
in Rome when the Senate briefly regained its preeminence and a host of 
unlikely alliances were formed and broken up. Octavian, Caesars young 
heir, allied himself with Cicero and the Senate against Mark Antony, who 
following the end of his Consulship on January 1, 43 BC took an army 
north to attack Decimus Albinus Brutus, one of the assassins, who had 
been appointed by the Senate as governor of Cisalpine Gaul. The new 
Consuls Hirtius and Pansa, in turn, raised a Senatorial army and set 
off to attack Antony, ostensibly with Octavian’s support. Lucius Cestius 
and Gaius Norbanus, both Caesarians and supporters of Octavian, were 
elected Praetors for 43 BC and ordered the striking of this issue of gold 
aurei to pay the Senatorial soldiers. The obverse female bust on this type 
is variously described as Venus or the Cumaean Sibyl; the latter seems 
more likely as depicting Venus (the legendary progenitor of the Julian 
clan) would have shown sympathy for the Caesarean cause. The Sibyl was 
a legendary prophetess whose poetical pronouncements, codified in three 
books kept at the Temple of Jupiter on Capitoline Hill, were consulted in 
times of crisis. During the Second Punic War (218-201 BC), the prophe- 
cies were consulted and found to recommend that a cult be established 
at Rome for the Phrygian mother goddess Cybele. The reverse depicts 
Cybele in a chariot pulled by lions.

Marcus Junius Brutus was a blue-blooded Roman who had attained a for- 
tune by lending money at exorbitant interest rates when he was suborned 
into the conspiracy against his former benefactor, Julius Caesar. As his 
distant ancestor had entered history as a great tyrannicide, Brutus soon 
became the de-facto leader and spokesmen for the assassins. After the 
Ides of March, Brutus induced a cowed senate to give him a governorship 
in northern Greece and promptly departed to raise money and arms for 
the brewing civil war against Caesars adherents. He cut a brutal swath 
through Greece, Thrace and Asia Minor, looting city treasuries and en- 
forcing horrendous taxes at the point of a sword. He turned his ill-gotten 
gains into silver denarii to pay his growing army and navy, including 
this type. Brutus and his companions were soon maneuvered into battle 
against the Caesarians at Philippi in Greece, where Mark Antony proved 
to be much the better general. Brutus took his own life with the very dag- 
ger he had plunged into Caesar, earning this unattractive character the 
reputation as a martyr for the cause of liberty.

One of the main ringleaders in the plot to assassinate Julius Caesar, Gaius 
Cassius Longinus had been a survivor and hero of the Parthian War of 
Crassus (53-51 BC). Initially a backer of Pompey, he accepted a pardon 
from Caesar in 48 BC and loyally served him for the next four years. It 
soon became apparent the dictator had no intention of stepping down, 
and thus Cassius was one of the first to plunge his dagger into Caesar on 
the Ides of March, 44 BC. After fleeing Rome, Cassius returned to Syria 
and commandeered several crack legions and a fleet. He joined forces 
with Brutus in 42 BC and the two marched into Thrace to meet the pro- 
Caesarian legions led by Mark Antony and Octavian. At the first clash at 
Philippi in early October, Cassius suffered a reverse and rashly fell on his 
sword before he could be told that Brutus had counterattacked and saved 
the day. Demoralized by his friend's death, Brutus was easily defeated 
three weeks later and took his own life.

As the stepchild of Caesar Augustus, Tiberius had a difficult act to follow 
and, for the first few years of his reign, did a commendable job running 
the vast empire bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged 
in no wars of conquest and kept the Empire 5 finances in good order. How- 
ever he soon tired of the endless toil and began handing off duties to his 
unscrupulous second-fiddles, namely the Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and 
his eventual replacement, Macro. The resulting bloodbath among mem- 
bers of his own family and their Senatorial supporters tarnished his name 
throughout history. His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage, unlike 
the proliferation of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same 
simple design for both silver denarii and gold aurei for almost the entirety 
of his reign.

All ancient historians agree Agrippina Senior, the granddaughter of Au- 
gustus, was a model of rectitude and matronly virtue. She also went be- 
yond the traditional role of a Roman wife and mother in accompanying 
her husband Germanicus on dangerous military campaigns and foreign 
postings. The Roman people admired her courage; however she also had 
an imperious nature and longed for the day when her husband Germani- 
cus would inherit supreme power, making her First Woman of Rome. The 
mysterious death of Germanicus while on a diplomatic mission in the East 
in AD 19 dashed these hopes. Agrippina believed Tiberius and/or Livia 
had a hand in his demise and made no secret of her suspicions. This put 
her squarely in the crosshairs of Sejanus, Tiberius’ unscrupulous Prae- 
torian prefect. In AD 29 she was charged with treason and banished to a 
remote island; repeatedly abused and starved, she died four years later. 
Upon the death of Tiberius, her son Gaius ‘Caligula’ became emperor 
and rehabilitated his mother's reputation, striking this attractive denarius 
pairing her portrait with his own.

Despite being perhaps the worst of all Roman emperors, Caligula’ coin- 
age is interesting and attractive.

His detailed portrait on this denarius seems to hint at his cruel, 
capricious nature, while the reverse depicts his great-grandfather, Augus- 
tus, now deified.

In 1894 or 1895, excavators working on a Roman villa near the buried 
city of Pompeii unearthed an amazing treasure trove that included silver 
table vessels and more than 1,000 gold aurei. The intense heat from the 
volcanic ash, lava and pyroclastic flows from the eruption of Vesuvius left 
nearly all of the gold coins with a distinctive reddish discoloration which 
has come to be known as “Boscoreale toning.” Although it is known that 
the hoard consisted of coins from all the reigns up to and including AD 
78, no formal records were made of the hoard before it was dispersed to 
local museums and coin collectors. Although it is impossible to tell for 
certain whether any particular coin was from the Boscoreale Hoard, the 
presence of deep reddish toning on an aureus dating to before the eruption 
is regarded as highly suggestive that the coin was from this hoard, or was 
found elsewhere in the vicinity of Pompeii or Herculaneum.

The soldiers depicted in this rare “Adlocutio” (“addressing the troops”’) 
sestertius of Nero are not from the Praetorian Guard, as is often claimed. 
The soldiers are all bearded, have rather shaggy hair and are shown with- 
out armor, wearing only tunics with swords slung at their hips. They can 
almost certainly be identified as members of the Germani Corpori Custo- 
des, the elite German Bodyguard that served the Julio-Claudian dynasty. 
German bodyguards were first employed by Julius Caesar and by the end 
of Augustus 8 reign they numbered between 500 and 1,000 men.

The historian Tacitus pronounced Galba’s 
epitaph: “It was commonly agreed he possessed the makings of a great 
ruler— had he never ruled.”

As the last man standing after the infamous “Year of the Four Emperors” 
(AD 68-69), Vespasian he brought a businessman’ common sense and a 
bracing dose of pragmatism to the imperial administration. Some of the 
blue-bloods grumbled about Vespasian’s parsimony and his uncouth man- 
ners, but the return of stability and prosperity squelched most complaints, 
and his earthy sense of humor made him beloved by the common folk. His 
decade of rule was largely untroubled by revolts and conspiracies. Upon 
his death due to a sudden illness in AD 79 he was widely and sincerely 
mourned, and power passed smoothly to his son Titus. This aureus, struck 
early in his reign at the Gallic mint of Lugdunum (Lyon), gives Vespasian 
the rustic features of a “salt-of-the-earth” farmer, fully in keeping with the 
image he chose to project.

Titus Flavius Domitianus was born in AD 51 to the general Vespasian, 
who successfully seized the throne to conclude the civil wars of AD 68-69. 
As a young man, Domitian was largely overshadowed by his charismatic 
older brother Titus, a situation that probably shaped his dour, resentful 
character. Unlike Titus, he was given no military commands or important 
posts except the largely ceremonial Consulship, which he held multiple 
times. When Vespasian died in AD 69, there were rumors that he had left 
the throne jointly to both of his sons, but that Titus had altered the docu- 
ment to name only himself. Nevertheless, Domitian sullenly supported his 
brother's regime until, unexpectedly, Titus died in AD 81 after reigning 
only two years, at last giving Domitian a chance at absolute power.

Hadrian is often identified as a “Spanish” Emperor, although he was 
likely born in Rome. His family, the Aelii, had centuries-long roots in Ro- 
man Spain and rose to wealth and prominence there. Hadrian spent much 
of his youth on family estates in Baetica, but upon entering public life his 
Spanish origins became something of an embarrassment when his peers 
laughed at him for speaking with a foreign accent. Upon becoming Em- 
peror, Hadrian seems to have never felt comfortable in Rome and spent 
most of his 21-year reign traveling, eventually visiting every province of 
the Roman Empire. He honored the unique ethnicity and cultural identify 
of each place he visited with a remarkable series of coins, including this 
spectacularly beautiful aureus celebrating his homeland of Hispania.

Vibia Sabina was the daughter of Matidia, the favorite niece of the em- 
peror Trajan. Sabina married the 24-year-old Hadrian in AD 100, mark- 
ing him out as the likely successor to the throne. Hadrian and Sabina s 
36-year marriage remained childless and the union appears to have been 
coldly cordial at best. Sabina was not formally named Augusta, or Em- 
press, until AD 128, perhaps to coincide with Hadrian receiving the title of 
Pater Patriae from the Senate. She accompanied Hadrian on many of his 
famous travels. Although Hadrian engaged in affairs with both sexes, he 
frowned on Sabina’s extramarital friendships. In AD 122 he dismissed two 
courtiers for being overly familiar with her; one of these was the historian 
Suetonius. Sabina’ close friend, the poetess Julia Balbilla, accompanied 
the royal couple to Egypt in AD 130, where she recorded their presence by 
inscribing five stanzas on the Colossi of Memnon in Thebes. Both Sabina 
and Balbilla were thus probably present when Hadrian’s boy lover, Anti- 
nous, drowned in the Nile, plunging the emperor into extravagant grief. 
The tragedy seemed to kill Hadrian’s wanderlust, and he and Sabina re- 
turned to their lavish villa in Tivoli. Sabina died late in AD 136 or early 
the following year, probably of natural causes (although there were inevi- 
table rumors of poisoning), and Hadrian ordered her deification.

Handsome and affable, Aelius Caesar began life in around AD 104 as 
Lucius Ceionius Commodus, son of a distinguished senator. Lucius rose 
steadily through the ladder of public offices until he attracted the attention 
of the Emperor Hadrian, who in mid-AD 136 named him Caesar and heir 
to the throne. Historians have long speculated as to why Hadrian chose 
Aelius, some even postulating that he was Hadrian’; illegitimate son. 
However, Aelius may well have been far more competent than chroniclers 
of the time allowed. He left for Pannonia that year to gain experience 
managing a province and make himself known to the military; however, he 
returned to Rome in the winter of AD 137 having contracted tuberculosis. 
He died early on January I, AD 138, prompting Hadrian to remark that 
he had “leaned against a tottering wall.” Aelius’ son, the future Lucius 
Verus, eventually became co-emperor with Marcus Aurelius, and his fam- 
ily name of Commodus was given to Marcus’ own son and successor.

This aureus was struck between the death of Hadrian (July 10, AD 138) 
and Antoninus s assumption of the titles Augustus and Pius, and the be- 
ginning of his second consulship on January 1, AD 139. It is commonly 
asserted, based on the biography of Antoninus in the Historia Augusta, 
that Antoninus engaged in a lengthy negotiation over the deification of 
his predecessor Hadrian with a recalcitrant Senate, which was upset by 
Hadrian s executions toward the end of Hadrian's reign and more inclined 
to issue a Damnatio against his name. Antoninus is said to have refused 
the title of Augustus and threatened to abdicate his position as Caesar 
unless the deification was carried out; the Senate, concerned over a pos- 
sible civil war, finally relented. Mindful of Antoninus s efforts on behalf 
of his adoptive father, the Senate granted him the honorific Pius (“duti- 
ful”). This aureus, which immediately followed coins struck by Antoninus 
as Caesar lacking the title Augustus, seems to confirm that he accepted 
the titles Augustus and Pius simultaneously, as they are both noted in the 
reverse legend. However, he is still listed as COS DES II (“designated 
Consul for the second time”): Although now emperor, he refused to “jump 
the gun” by assuming the consulship before January 1 of the new year, 
pointing to his punctiliousness in observing the Republican traditions.

The death of Antoninus Pius in March, AD 161, after a tranquil reign 
of nearly 24 years, prompted this immediate deification and the largest 
commemorative coinage yet seen for any Roman ruler. This superb aureus 
falls within this series, depicting the magnificent funeral pyre upon which 
a wax effigy of Antoninus driving a triumphal quadriga was placed. At 
the conclusion of services, the pyre was set alight and an eagle released 
from the interior, symbolizing the emperor ’s soul ascending to the heav- 
ens. Later generations viewed Antoninus as the perfect emperor, and the 
tranquility of his reign took on the sheen of a lost golden age.

Marcus Aurelius was born in AD 131 into a patrician family of Span- 
ish origin. At an early age, Marcus earned the patronage of the emperor 
Hadrian and was formally schooled at the Imperial court. He subsequent- 
ly was adopted by Hadrian’s successor, Antoninus Pius, along with Lucius 
Verus and, when Antoninus died in AD 161, the two assumed the title of 
Augustus together. The years AD 162-165 were consumed in ferocious 
conflict with the Roman Empires only large, civilized neighbor, the Par- 
thian Kingdom, a war that first erupted in the buffer state of Armenia. This 
aureus gives Marcus the title Armeniacus — “Conqueror of Armenia,’ as 
the result of a campaign under the nominal command of Lucius Verus; the 
true commander of the eastern expedition, Avidius Cassius, would much 

later make an abortive attempt to seize the throne for himself. The quality 
of numismatic portraiture attained a high level under the Antonine rulers, 

as exemplified by the superb effigy seen here.

This aureus commemorates the sixth cash distribution made during the 
reign of Marcus Aurelius, a largesse precipitated by the revolt of Avidius 
Cassius in Syria in spring AD 175. The news sent shock waves throughout 
the Empire, forcing Marcus to take steps to shore up his regime, including 
distributing cash to the citizenry (despite the austerity imposed by over a 
decade of near-continuous warfare), having Commodus assume the toga 
virilis, and clearly marking him out as heir to the throne.

Marcus Aurelius is most famous for his Meditations, a series of personal 
writings in koine Greek that he jotted down during the middle and latter 
years of his reign, often while campaigning against the northern German- 
ic tribes. Originally titled “To Himself,” the document is a series of ru- 
minations, admonitions and exhortations aimed at personal improvement. 
They reflect Marcus 8 stoic philosophy, his dutifulness, and a remarkable 
dedication to remaining humble and grounded despite his exalted position 
as absolute ruler of the world’s greatest empire. Example: “Do not act as 
if thou wert going to live ten thousand years. Death hangs over thee. While 
thou livest, while it is in thy power, be good.” This deeply philosophical 
side of Marcus is captured in the portrait of this aureus, rendered by a 
master engraver.

This reverse of this remarkably beautiful gold aureus depicts Salus, god- 
dess of healing, and invokes her help in preserving the “health of the em- 
perors.”’ Marcus Aurelius was never in the best of health and his youthful 
letters to his mentor Fronto, serendipitously preserved in a medieval pa- 
limpsest, record his frequent complaints of chills, fevers, chest colds, and 
other varying illnesses. As emperor, the stresses of office were exacerbated 
by frequent bouts of gastric and respiratory trouble. He was fortunate to 
have the services of Galen, the greatest physician of his age, who kept him 
going with a variety of treatments, all carefully recorded in his journals. 
Galen also acted as a kind of minister of public health to fight the terrible 
plague, perhaps smallpox, that swept the classical world after AD 163, 
carrying off up to half the Roman Empires population. In such an age, 
invocations for the health of the rulers and the general populace become 
increasingly common on the Roman coinage.

Annia Galeria Faustina the Younger was born in about AD 129 to the 
Antoninus Pius and his wife, Faustina the Elder. When Antoninus was 
adopted by Hadrian as his successor in AD 138, the emperor arranged for 
her betrothal to Lucius Verus, also about eight, the son of the “heir con- 
sumptive” Aelius Caesar, who had died the same year. When Antoninus 
inherited the throne, he broke the engagement and instead betrothed her 
to his nephew (and adoptive son) Marcus Aurelius. The couple were wed 
in AD 145 and went on to produce at least 13 children, of which only three 
or four survived to adulthood, among them the future emperor Commodus. 
Faustina seems to have been a fun-loving spirit in the mold of her mother, 
which earned her the disapproval of staid Roman historians. Marcus Au- 
relius, after he became emperor in AD 161, spent long years on campaign, 
which must have strained the relationship. There were rumors of adulter- 
ies with soldiers, sailors and gladiators, which do not seem to have altered 
her husband 8 devotion to her. The lifetime coinage of Faustina started at 
the time of her marriage and continued over 30 years, showing her from a 
fresh-faced princess to a mature matron, and providing a pageant of Ro- 
man feminine hairstyles over that span.

When Marcus Aurelius succeeded Antoninus as Roman Emperor in AD 
161, he insisted that the Senate also grant his adoptove brother Lucius 
Verus the title of Augustus, for the first time giving the Empire two theo- 
retically coequal rulers. The arrangement was immediately put to the test 
in AD 162, when the Parthians attacked Rome 8 eastern provinces, depos- 
ing the pro-Roman king of Armenia, Soahemus. Lucius traveled eastward 
at the head of a large legionary task force to repulse the invasion and 
restore order. His generals served him well and the Parthians were quickly 
expelled from Armenia, winning Lucius the title Armeniacus. This stun- 
ning aureus depicts the climactic event of that campaign, late in AD 163 
or early 164, with Lucius restoring the kingship of Armenia on Soahemus, 
which he would hold until AD 186.

The type of cuirass (body armor) worn by Verus on this rare variety is 
known from a single obverse die; it appears to be a variant type of \orica 
squamata (scale armor cuirass), a type of armor coming increasingly into 
use by the officer class in the later second century AD. The back of the 
armor seems to depict a raised collar plate with parallel rows of small 
scales (squamae). The near-continuous warfare of the later Antonine pe- 
riod wrought a major change in Roman armor, equipment and tactics that 
presaged the Late Classical and Medieval period.

In AD 164, Roman forces captured the Parthian capital of Ctesiphon, win- 
ning Lucius the title Parthicus Maximus. He received a heros welcome 
in Rome in AD 166 and basked in the glow of a triumph. But returning 
troops brought with them a virulent plague which spread rapidly through 
the populace. At the same time, the Germanic barbarians of the north 
attacked the weakened Rhine and Danube frontiers, prompting another 
military crisis. In the spring of AD 169, Marcus and Lucius moved into 
the Balkans to boost the army’s flagging morale, but another outbreak of 
plague in the region brought the imperial cortege to a halt. At the northern 
Italian city of Altinum, Lucius fell into an epileptic fit and died at the age 
of 38. His sensuous nature contrasts poorly with the dutiful character of 
Marcus Aurelius, but he seems to have had a good heart and was sincerely 
mourned by Marcus and the populace. Lucius Verus’ striking features lend 
themselves well to coin portraits, which are among the most attractive 
in the Roman series, as seen on this striking gold aureus celebrating his 
Parthian victories.

The second of six daughters born to Marcus Aurelius and Faustina Junior, 
Lucilla grew up as an imperial princess, with the strange mix of power 
and helplessness such a position entailed in ancient Rome. In AD 161, 
at the age of 12, she was betrothed to Lucius Verus, who was her father’s 
adoptive brother and co-emperor. The marriage took place three years 
later in Ephesus, while Lucius was on campaign against the Parthians 
in the East. Although Lucius had a wandering eye and Lucilla was no 
model of fidelity, the marriage endured until his sudden death to a stroke 
in AD 169. Much against her wishes, her father then married her off to a 
distinguished elderly senator, Tiberius Claudius Pompienus. Although her 
husband was one of the most powerful men in government, Lucilla was 
no longer Augusta, or empress, a situation she found increasingly intoler- 
able. The death of Marcus and the accession of her brother Commodus in 
AD 180 made matters worse, since she frequently quarreled with him and 
envied his wife, Crispina, who now held the title of Augusta. In AD 182, 
she entered into a plot with one of her lovers to do away with Commodus. 
But the assassin hesitated after drawing the knife and was wrestled to the 
ground before he could strike. When Lucilla role in the plot was exposed, 
she was arrested and exiled to the island of Capri. Her death, either by 
starvation or execution, came shortly thereafter.

Commodus, the last emperor of the Antonine Dynasty, is seen here at the 
age of 17 or 18. The reverse assigns him the the Tribunican Power for 
the third time, the title of Imperator (victorious general) for the second 
time, the office of Consul, and the honorific Pater Patriae (“father or the 
fatherland”), all rather heady stuff for a youth who would normally just 
be making his first steps on the cursus honorum (“course of honor”). The 
hurried assignment of high office to Commodus surely reflects the desire 
of his father, Marcus Aurelius, to ensure a secure, stable succession in the 
wake of the abortive rebellion by Avidius Cassius in AD 176, which was 
predicated on the belief that Marcus was gravely ill and Commodus too 
young, or entirely unsuited, for office.

There is much mystery surrounding Bruttia Crispina, the daughter of an 
influential Roman nobleman who married the 17-year-old Commodus in 
AD 178. Though apparently in high favor during the early years of Com- 
modus 8 sole reign, her incorruptibility and her inability to produce an 
heir apparently led Commodus to tire of her. Accordingly, she was charged 
with adultery, banished to the island of Capri, and either executed or al- 
lowed to starve to death. Exactly when this happened is subject to dispute. 
It is often assumed she was dispatched at the same time as Lucilla, sister 
of Commodus, who was detected in conspiracy and executed in AD 182. 
Supporting this view is the Alexandrian coinage in Crispina s name, which 
ceases in that year. However, other inscriptions record her as still being 
empress in the late AD 180s. It is now widely accepted that her banish- 
ment did not occur until AD 188, with her death coming some time after. 
Her coinage is not nearly as extensive as that of previous empresses, prob- 
ably due to her husband 8 indifference. The portraiture, however, depicts a 
graceful and delicately beautiful young lady with a long, swan-like neck, 
as seen here.

The reign of Septimius Severus was unique for the production of a remark- 
able series of coins depicting various members of the Imperial family in 
a variety of combinations, many of great beauty and exceptional icono- 
graphic interest. Among the rarest of this series is this beautiful aureus, 
which combines a charming portrait of the youthful Antoninus (widely 
known as “Caracalla” after a type of hooded cloak he favored) with 
one of his brother P. Septimius Geta; at the time of striking, Caracalla 
was about 12 years old while Geta was about a year younger. Only the 
best die engravers at the Rome mint were employed for the dynastic coin- 
age, and the one responsible for this piece was exceptionally talented, giv- 
ing each youth a distinct personality. Caracalla is shown in an elaborate 
military cuirass completed with a row of fringed straps called pteruges on 
his shoulder, and a general's cloak (paludamentum) pinned with a brooch; 
something of his ferocious future persona is conveyed by the slight curl 
of his lip; Geta is likewise attired (although less of his cuirass is visible), 
but his young face appears more placid and reserved, hinting at a kind of 
reticence. The superb quality of portraiture is enhanced in this case by 
the surface toning, a kind of reddish, fiery iridescence often seen on coins 
found near volcanic sites such as the famous Boscoreale Hoard of 1895, 
although this coin was struck more than a century after the eruption of 
Vesuvius in AD 79 and could not have been so buried.

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Alexander Sets Off For War

The first eight years of Severus Alexander's reign were mercifully free of 
serious external threats. In AD 230, however, the new Sasanian king of 
Persia, Ardashir I, staged a major invasion of Rome 8s eastern provinces, 
besieging the important border city of Nisibis and raiding as far as Cap- 
padocia. Peaceful by nature and with no military training, Alexander was 
ill-equipped to deal with the situation. His mother Julia Mamaea, the real 
ruler of the state, made peace offers to the Sasanians, which were haugh- 
tily rebuffed. Alexander was thus compelled to mount an expedition to the 
east. The martial tone of this beautiful aureus, struck in 230, is likely part 
of the propaganda build-up to war.

Rare Mint State Gordian II

Gordian ITI shares with his father the dubious distinction of having the 
shortest reign of any “legitimate” (i.e. approved by the Senate) Roman 
Emperor. Born around AD 192, Marcus Antonius Gordianus Sempronia- 
nus Romanus the Younger attained the consulship in the reign of Severus 
Alexander (AD 222-235) and served as legate of Legio IV Scythica near 
Antioch. In AD 237, he was appointed as a legate (or general) to Africa, 
a province then governed by his father; however Africa at this time had 
no legionary force of its own, meaning Gordian IT had command only 
over a small band of palace guards and auxiliary troops. In March of AD 
238, a cadre of North African nobles in the town of Thysdrus forced the 
elder Gordian to accept the purple. Aged nearly 80, Gordian I proclaimed 
his son Gordian II as co-emperor. However, the governor of neighboring 
Numidia remained loyal to Maximinus and marched on Carthage with 
the veteran Legio III Cyrenaica. Gordian II gathered a ragtag force and 
marched out to meet him, but the defenders fell in droves before the swords 
of the loyalists. Gordian IT died in battle and his body was never recov- 
ered. Upon hearing of the outcome, the elder Gordian hung himself. The 
splendid portrait on this rare silver denarius depicts the younger Gordian 
as a rather well-fed, balding man in his late 40s with a slight “designer 
stubble.”

Flavius Valerius Constantius was a native of Naissus in modern Serbia. 
He found escape from his low social standing in the Roman army and rose 
steadily through the ranks. By AD 284, Constantius had been made mili- 
tary governor of Dalmatia. He supported Diocletian’s bid for power and 
was rewarded with a series of important posts in the new regime. In March 
of AD 293, Diocletian and Maximian appointed him Caesar of the West 
and charged him with restoring Britain and northern Gaul, then under the 
separatist rule of the usurper Carausius, to Roman control. Constantius 
spent three years in careful preparations and launched his invasion in 
mid-AD 296, achieving complete surprise and total victory. The event was 
commemorated on a spectacular gold medallion now in the Bibliotheque 
Nationale in Paris, depicting Constantius bringing the “Eternal Light” of 
Rome back to London. He won the reputation of a just and compassionate 
ruler during his years as Caesar. When Diocletian issued his edicts of per- 
secution, Constantius, perhaps influenced by Helena, effectively ignored 
them and Christians found refuge in his realm.

Maximinus II Daza (“The Dacian”), nephew of Galerius, was serving 
in the imperial bodyguard in AD 305 when his uncle plucked him from 
obscurity and elevated him to the rank of Caesar in the Second Tetrar- 
chy. Once established in power in his territories of Egypt and Syria, Daza 
seems not to have impressed his uncle greatly, for he was passed over for 
promotion twice in the chaotic years AD 306-309. In 310, he took matters 
into his own hands by having his troops proclaim him Augustus, setting 
him against four other Augusti (Galerius, Licinius, Constantine and the 
rebel Maxentius) and making a shambles of Diocletian s carefully con- 
structed tetrarchic system. After Galerius’ death in 311, Daza cast him- 
self in his uncle’ mold as the defender of paganism and a persecutor of 
Christianity, placing him in opposition to Constantine and Licinius, who 
favored religious toleration. After Constantine crushed Maxentius in 312, 
Daza attempted to do the same to Licinius, invading Thrace the following 
year with a sizeable force of 70,000. But his long forced marches exhaust- 
ed his troops and the outnumbered army of Licinius won a resounding 
victory at the Battle of Tzirallum in AD 313. Daza fled the field dressed as 
a Slave, but soon died either of disease or by his own hand. His rule had 
been harsh and his subjects welcomed Licinius as a liberator. Christians 
in particular reviled Daia as the last great Roman persecutor.

In AD 313, Constantine and Licinius, the two Roman emperors who had 
survived the bloody civil wars following the collapse of Diocletian 8 tet- 
rarchic system, met at Milan to divide the Roman world between them. 
Though the men had no love and little respect for one another, they came 
to a modus vivendi by which Constantine would rule the Western half of 
the empire while Licinius ruled the East. To seal the pact, Licinius mar- 
ried Constantine s half-sister Constantia. Within a year or so, the couple 
had produced a son—Valerius Licinianus Licinius, or Licinius IT. Despite 
the marriage tie, tensions between the rival rulers flared into armed a 
border skirmish in AD 314 and a more serious civil war two years lat- 
er. Constantine got the better of both battles, and Licinius was forced to 
cede most of the Balkans to the western realm. To mark the restoration of 
good relations, a ceremony was staged at Serdica on March 1, AD 317, 
at which the three-year-old Licinius II was formally named Caesar, along 
with Constantine 5 sons Crispus and Constantine II. This time the uneasy 
peace lasted seven years before full-scale war broke out again in AD 324. 
Constantine landed a series of crushing blows against Licinius, who re- 
treated with the remnants of his army to Nicomedia for a final stand. His 
wife Constantia intervened and negotiated an honorable surrender, on 
condition that the lives of Licinius I and II be spared. Constantine at first 
honored the pact and allowed them to retire to Thessalonica. But Licinius 
apparently began plotting a return to power, and Constantine ordered him 
executed in AD 325. The final fate of Licinius IT is ambiguous, as different 
sources Claim he was either executed himself the following year, or lived 
out his life as a slave in an imperial weaving mill in Carthage. 


In AD 321, to mark the upcoming fifth anniversary of his son’s elevation, 
Licinius struck a unique series of gold aurei with a completely new type 
of obverse portrait. The busts of both Licinius I and II were shown in a 
full-frontal pose, staring directly out at the viewer. As befitting his youth, 
Licinius IT appears clean-shaven and rather moon-faced. This experiment 
in full-frontal portraiture was not repeated until well into the Byzantine 
era, perhaps because only a small amount of wear rendered the portrait 
a featureless blob. In the pristine state seem here, however, the skill of the 
engraver and the special care in flan preparation and striking taken to 
produce this commemorative coinage are readily apparent. The reverse 
boldly displays a seated figure of Jupiter, likewise in a full frontal pose, 
while the legend invokes him as “protector of the Caesar.”’

Son of the brief-reigning Constantius III and the formidable Galla Pla- 
cidia, daughter of Theodosius I, Valentinian III spent his early years under 
the protection of his cousin, the Eastern Roman Emperor Theodosius I. 
After the death of Honorius in AD 425, the Western throne was seized by 
a military cabal who placed a relative nonentity, the Chamberlain Jo- 
hannes, on the throne. Theodosius II found this intolerable and sent a 
military task force to install the six-year-old Valentinian IIT as West Ro- 
man Emperor, with Galla Placidia acting as regent. After a number of 
misadventures, the Eastern army succeeded and Valentinian was formally 
crowned in Rome on 23 October, AD 425. Valentinian would go on to 
“reign” for 30 years, although he grew into an ineffectual and pleasure- 
loving ruler who left the actual governing to a succession of court eunuchs 
while a series of powerful generals strove mightily, but in vain, against the 
Slow disintegration of the West Roman Empire. This remarkable gold soli- 
dus was struck to mark the 10th anniversary of his accession in AD 435, 
and depicts the now 16-year-old Valentinian in the stiffly formal robes 
of a Roman consul, an office that long before had lost all real power but 
retained immense prestige.

After a decade spent in exile, Justinian II regained the East Roman throne 
with Bulgarian help in AD 705 and immediately resumed his innovative 
coinage featuring an obverse portrait of Christ. The new sacred image, 
however, was distinctly different from the “classic” Christ of Justinian ’s 
first reign. Jesus is shown in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head 
of tight, curly hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses 
and medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories have 
been put forth to explain this abrupt change in iconography, but it remains 
mysterious. At any rate young, curly headed Christ proved a short-lived 
depiction. It would not be until the end of the iconoclastic era in the late 
9th century AD that Christ would again be depicted on Byzantine coins, 
and the image would revert to the more traditional long-haired visage of 
Justinian IT’ first reign.

Having 
outlasted all other members of the Macedonian dynasty, Theodora accept- 
ed the purple as sole ruler after the death of Constantine IX in January 
1055. On the whole she ruled with frugality, caution and competence, but 
her micro-management of affairs and her dismissal of capable officials, 
including the general Nicephorus Bryennius, earned criticism. After 18 
months on the throne, she fell seriously ill chose for her successor the 
highly unsuitable civil servant Michael VI Bringas. Her death in August 
1056 brought the 187-year run of the Macedonian dynasty to a close.

The ship Ryals of Mary and Elizabeth I are rightfully famous, not only for 
their rarity but for what they represented at the time of their issue. With 
Mary, attempting to govern after a turbulent accession while trying simul- 
taneously to restore Catholicism, the type exudes serenity and stateliness, 
hearkening back to the rose Nobles of the previous century. The ship Ryals 
of Elizabeth I, by contrast, were nearly extravagant in their portrayal of 
the Queen.

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The Famous 1933 George V Penny 
A Legendary British Rarity 


32330 George V Penny 1933 MS63 Brown NGC, Royal mint, KM838, S-4055, Peck-2279, Freeman-209. One of the only British coins of the 20th 
century, or any century for that matter, that can truly qualify as famous. Akin to America’s 1943 copper cents that were created by accident during World 
War II, Britain’s 1933 penny has achieved superstar status...and it isn’t Just a coincidence. While coin collecting has been a hobby enjoyed by king and 
peasant alike for centuries, numismatics experienced a real boom in the middle of the 20th century. Much of this can be explained not only by the prosper- 
ity brought to the victors of war (both the Great Britain and the U.S. being included in that list), but the explosion of marketing, media and perhaps most 
importantly... munchkins, or children as they are more often referred. With the combination of the three, coins for the first time were able to achieve broad 
scale recognition and well, fame. Children who engaged in the endeavor of set building, and there were MANY, spent uncountable time and unquantifiable 
effort trying to complete sets and fill albums. Likely without exception, their quest for the 1933 penny, a coin that was at the time no more than several 
decades old, failed. Fast forward to current day and these children are now adults. Many have experienced great success in their careers, and as a result, 
have the ability to reconnect (assuming they ever gave it up in the first place) to their childhood through coins...and for the luckiest of them, it means be- 
ing able to obtain the unobtainable. In the case of the U.S. cent mentioned earlier, this has translated into numerous million dollar plus transactions. For 
Great Britain, while still impressive, this figure has been much more modest despite its comparable rarity. 


While not traditionally attracting the same level of enthusiasm, the recent world record price for a pattern of the same date, designed by French engraver 
André Lavrillier, illustrated that the dream of many is alive and well; that coin, realized £72,000 or just over $100,000. No recent sales of the 1933 penny, 
such as the current piece, are recorded. 


While produced in standard circulation-strike quality, 1933 pennies were not produced for general circulation. Instead, according to James Mackay in his 
book A History of Modern English Coinage, these coins were struck for “inclusion in year sets interred under the foundation stones of public buildings, 
and only one or two are believed to be in the hands of private collectors.”’ While the number extant in collector’s hands might be a touch conservative (3 is 
the generally the number used when discussing the coin today), the explanation about the coin’s existence and resulting great rarity 1s rather eye-opening. 


Of the few that exist in private hands, and perhaps 7 or so that exist in totality (one of the seven known was stolen in August 1970 and remains unac- 
counted for), it’s hard to image an example lovelier than the present piece. Rich reddish-brown colored, the surfaces retain impressive gloss with very 
faint iridescent blue and yellow tone highlighting portions of both sides. The surfaces are also essentially free of spots or marks from handling (the image 
shows a line running from Britannia’s knee across the first N in PENNY, but this is on the plastic holder and not the coin). Magnified inspection shows 
almost microscopic die polish swirls as one might expect from a coin that saw so few struck. Additionally, tiny hints of original mint red are seen; on 
the obverse near the ID in FID and on the reverse just below the exergual line and around the date. Altogether, a delight to view. For the right collector, 
the one that fully embraces the nostalgia of youth and the thrill of collecting, a once in a lifetime chance to turn that childhood dream into a current-day 
reality. We wish you luck in your pursuit.

An old Spink catalogue once mentioned that few Wreath crowns showed 
any real wear, misleading generations of collectors into believing that 
most of the crowns struck from 1928 through 1936 bearing the Wreath 
reverse are Mint State. Not so! These coins, struck in very limited num- 
bers, were never meant for commerce. Rather, their intended use was as 
presents at Christmastime. Stocking stuffers! The tradition began in 1928, 
just two years after the terrible labor strikes that occurred during Britain’s 
financial depression. The 1930s were rough years in most parts of the 
globe, for most people, and the appearance of a new crown in mantelpiece 
stockings for the holiday must have brought many a smile on Christmas 
morning. However, times did not permit most to be saved, carefully put 
away. Most were indeed spent for needed groceries and such, and did in- 
deed become commercial finally, and only a handful were kept back. Most 
of those saved pieces were obviously not in the hands of numismatists, 
and were not kept with great care. Some of the survivors are prooflike, and 
a small number of proofs was struck each year as well “for the record.” 
Most were not perfectly made nor are they today anywhere near perfect. 
What they are. . . is special pieces, mementoes of hard times long, long 
ago. Their rarity has never been fully appreciated, especially as concerns 
the proofs and the well-kept other pieces.

NGC, KM27.1, Gordon pp.54-55. Weight: 11.641 grams. A wholesome 
coin with moderate wear and no distracting handling evidence, the coun- 
termarks sharply applied and most attractive. A “medium clipped” (fol- 
lowing Gordon’s designation) Lisbon 6400 Reis 1745 brought to the 
Martinique 1798 gold weight standard with a central plug by goldsmith 
A. Ruffy and countermarked three times on the reverse (once on the plug, 
and twice near the edges in a straight diagonal line) with a “AR” mono- 
gram punch. Authorized by Proclamation of July 4, 1798 under British 
Administration in Martinique, this regulating operation was carried by lo- 
cal goldsmiths A. Ruffy and Francois Arnaud and effectively set the gold 
standard for the Windward Islands later adopted by Granada, St Vincent, 
Dominica and Guadeloupe. Quoting Gordon: “the minimum acceptable 
weight for a Joe (or 6400 Reis gold coin) was put at 11.66 grams to pass 
at 66 livres”. He further notes “goldsmiths Arnaud and Ruffy (such as the 
present example) only plugged coins up to the 11.66 grams for a period 
of seven weeks, which is sufficient in itself to explain the exceptional rar- 
ity of these coins” and could only trace two examples of a Joe regulated 
by A. Ruffy. Both of those pieces are presently impounded, respectively 
in the British Museum (base coin dated 1771-R, weight of 11.72 grams 
and plated as Gordon 5) and the ANS (base coin dated 1794, and also 
marked for use in St Vincent, weight of 11.699 grams incorrectly indicated 
as 11.89 grams in Gordon). It is interesting to note that although the “AR” 
punch is the same for all of these three pieces, the countermarks on the 
two aforementioned impounded examples are applied in a slightly differ- 
ent manner, with the stamp on the plug and the two stamps near the edge 
placed on opposite sides of the host coin. Whether this was deliberate and 
a way of differentiating contemporary forgeries base coins (such as those 
two other pieces) and genuine base coins such as the present example 
seems entirely plausible and even logical and is a topic that merits further 
discussion. Extremely rare and among the most significant of all West 
Indies regulated gold issues, this being the only privately owned example 
of an “AR” mark known to the cataloger.

Upon close inspection, very minor surface handling evidence appears, 
mostly on the obverse yet the overall eye-appeal of the coin is truly out- 
standing. This very rare subtype is key to understand the sequence be- 
tween the “Mo” and “MX” issues dated 1733 since it features a large 
crown atop the globes on the obverse, which is similar to that used for the 
8 Reales featuring the “MX” mintmark. It is one of the rarest pillar 8 Re- 
ales dated 1733 struck at the Mexico City mint. The ex. D. Gray example 
sold in recent years was only certified VF30 NGC yet still hammered at

A stunning 
example of this iconic and beloved early 20th century rarity that is seldom 
seen in any format, let alone as a proof. The Standard Catalog of World 
Coins lists the mintages for this single-year design as a scant 301 in busi- 
ness strike format and a paltry 25 in elevated proof state. On the present 
example, both sides of the design are highlighted by considerable frost 
that has far fewer breaks than are typically encountered and is emboldened 
by the deep reflectivity that remains in the fields. In fact, this is the sole 
finest example graded by NGC or PCGS, with a single other PR63 UCAM 
at NGC, but the “+” grade on the present setting this coin apart as slight 
finer technical quality. As such, if not the finest extant, this coin must cer- 
tainly being among the finest! For the collector of large and rare gold type

In the Gadoury reference, the 5 
and 10 silver Dirhams are among the only two Essais listed for this 1298 
date, and even they feature slightly different Arabic script than this current 
offering. The only comparable sale of any of the above issues is from the 
Numismatica Genevensis SA Auction 8 from November, 2014 in which a 
four-piece set (1/2, 1,5, 10 Dirhams) brought a hammer price of just under 
130,000 CHF. As this denomination is of course absent from all records, 
we can only surmise that it is indeed scarce.

32412 Beatrix gold Proof 50 Gulden 1982 MS64 PCGS, Utrecht 
mint, KM207a. Issued to commemorate Dutch-American Friendship. 
Obv. Head of Queen Beatrix left. Rev. Value with lion and eagle. PCGS 
has this piece certified as MS64, but just glancing at this piece shows how 
obvious it is that this is Proof strike. The devices are heavily frosted, with 
superbly mirrored fields and stark cameo contrast. A few, barely notice- 
able, wispy hairlines are noted, but the appearance is quite impressive and 
the stated grade appears extremely conservative. The only listing of this 
gold presentation strike is in KM and they list the mintage as 2 pieces. 
This is incorrect, as according to the mint six examples were produced. 
We can find no previous example of a gold striking of this issue being 
sold, and our associate in the Netherlands tells us that none have ever been 
on the market. 


In general: Holland issued 9 different silver 50 gulden pieces between 
1982 and 1998, all to commemorate important historical events of nation- 
al importance. Only in some cases a very small number was also struck in 
gold. In 1988 two gold 50-gulden pieces ‘William and Mary’ were struck 
during a special celebration in the Nieuwe Kerk (New Church) in Am- 
sterdam in the presence of Queen Beatrix of the Netherlands, and Queen 
Elizabeth of Great Britain, with each receiving one gold striking. An em- 
ployee held two spare examples in the case of a malfunctioning screw 
press. These last two pieces are now part of the National Numismatic Col- 
lection in the Netherlands. In this museum are also two gold strikes of 
the 50 gulden of 1990 which was struck in the presence of former queen 
Juliana. Apart from these 4 gold strikes the National Numismatic Collec- 
tion has no 50-guldens in gold. The 1982, 1988, and the 1990 are the only 
known silver 50 Guldens that have had presentation issues struck in gold. 


The 1982 50-gulden coin was struck in a mintage of 6 pieces, presented 
in custom-wooden boxes with the Dutch coat of arms on top. Unfortu- 
nately, the original box for this piece has been mis-placed. In an article 
in a Dutch newspaper from 1982, it is stated that one piece was given to 
Queen Beatrix, and this is the piece given to Beatrix in 1982. The remain- 
ing 5 examples have never surfaced, and if they still exist are probably 
not available for the public.

Well preserved with 
contained, even high-point wear and pleasant surfaces with the mild han- 
dling evidence expected at this level. A perfect example of a coin “too 
rare” to be fully appreciated, this issue is among the rarest of all Latin 
American type onzas with 5 confirmed examples including this 1841 (3 
known examples, two in private hands) and the 1850 (2 known) dates. 
Nevertheless, it usually slips through the cracks and is not mentioned 
when discussing the key items to assemble a type set of Latin American 
onzas, largely because it has virtually never been available for sale and/or 
properly catalogued (we might however note that the finest of this type, 
dated 1841 LM-MB and permanently impounded in the collection of the 
Banco del Peru, is now proudly displayed as one of the highlights of that 
exhibition). The casual observer might dismiss the addition of the inscrip- 
tion indicating the fineness in the legends as a trivial difference compared 
to the previous, well-known issue of 1825-1836. It is in fact historically 
most significant since it epitomizes the ever present problem of the circu- 
lating debased or moneda feble issues at the time. Horace Flatt notes (p. 
56 in The Coins of Independent Peru, vol.1) that by early 1840, “Nation 
pride, as well as the effect upon internal markets and foreign commerce, 
thus forced the Peruvian government to take stronger actions against the 
production and circulation of the moneda feble’’. After ordering the Cuzco 
mint to produce only full-fineness coins on July 1, 1840, the government 
issued the decree of September 30, 1840 which instructed to inscribe the 
fineness upon every silver and gold coin henceforth minted. Only a hand- 
ful of 8 Escudos were issued in Lima in compliance, first in 1841 and then 
in 1850. This date and type were altogether missing in all classical collec- 
tions reviewed including Fonrobert, Ulex, Salbach, Peltzer and the more 
recent Selschopp, Eliasberg and Caballero. Only two offerings of this date 
have been in fact traced by the cataloger: the present example surfaced 
as part of the great Latin American gold hoard dispersed by Sotheby’s 
in the early 1990’s and the second offering (Cayon 12/2008, lot 3875) 
corresponds to the other example included in NGC’s general census, now 
certified as AU Details. The latter designation accounts for light tooling in 
the fields presumably to remove surface laminations, as often encountered 
on Republican Peruvian gold issues and it is thus safe to declare the pres- 
ent example as the finer of two known of the date in private hands! Exces- 
sively rare and a most significant and desirable addition to any advanced 
cabinet of world gold or Latin American onzas.

Perhaps Por- 
tugal’s most desirable gold issue and certainly among the most histori- 
cally significant gold types listed in Friedberg, the massive Portugues was 
struck in nearly pure fineness gold (23 *% carats) from African mines and 
among the first issues to bear the cross of the order of Christ. It is useful to 
recall that the prestige of this large gold coin was so well established that 
later European gold issues of 10 Ducats (fittingly known as Portugalosers) 
minted in the 16 sup th /sup Century from Germany and the Netherlands 
were close evocations of it — similar in nature to the famous “Greenland 
dollar” of 1771 and 1777 issued in imitation of the Spanish Colonial pillar 
dollar — and bore inscriptions stating that they were indeed struck “with 
the same fineness and weight as the portuguese coin”.

One of the storied 
rarities of modern Swiss numismatics, this 20 Francs produced with gold 
from the Gondo mine in Canton Valais comes from an issue of only 25 
pieces. Besides the countermark in the reverse arms, which is the primary 
means of identification, this extremely rare type is also distinguished by 
the unusual color of the gold. The alloy is .900 fine gold but the remain- 
ing 10% is primarily copper with just a trace of silver, giving the coin an 
almost greenish tinge. The unusual alloy is easily recognizable when the 
coin is held alongside other 20 Francs of the same period and also resulted 
in a flan that was minutely lighter than its counterparts (6.442¢ vs. 6.45g). 
This particular example exhibits traces of light handling on the surfaces, 
commensurate with the grade, but is otherwise very attractive in hand, the 
fields brightly reflective and contrasting nicely with a gentle cameo effect 
on the devices. The only recent example of this issue to appear at auction 
was in an NGSA sale (Auction 6, November 2010, Lot 925) where it real- 
ized CHF 85,000 hammer (approx. $84,800).

Francs 1897-B SP65 PCGS, Bern mint, engraved by Fritz Landry, KM- 
Pn39, Fr-500, Divo Proben-35. An excessively-rare Confederation Pat- 
tern, one of a mere 12 pieces struck, this phenomenal Specimen remains in 
an outstanding state of preservation, the devices needle-sharp and velvety 
in contrast with bright and reflective fields. The barest hint of a reddish pa- 
tina is visible in hand as are a couple of tiny surface marks, primarily vis- 
ible only with the aid of a glass. This Pattern type is easily distinguished 
by the edge lettering, which is the same as the previous “Helvetia” type 
with 13 Stars (the standard issue would have 22 stars) and, most famously, 
the loose forelock of hair which gives the illusion of a mountain breeze. 
The only recent example of this type that we have traced at auction ap- 
peared in an NGSA sale (Auction 6, November 2010, Lot 926) where it 
realized CHF 130,000 hammer (approx. $129,800).

The portrait for this was actually his second ver- 
sion, as the first was considered too youthful. In this version, he made the 
bust more mature, with braided hair and the addition of a strand of Edel- 
weiss flowers around her collar. However, the famous forelock of hair was 
deemed “too frivolous” by a magistrate in Bern and had to be removed 
before final approval of this type could be placed into full production.

A Classic Latin Rarity! 


32524 Republic gold Pattern 40 Reales 1854-Mo AU58 NGC, Montevideo mint, KM-Pn2, Fr-1. A quite handsome coin for the technical designa- 
tion, essentially Mint State with no rubbing evidence on the higher points, nearly full mint brilliance and only minute surface handling marks defining 
the grade. A tad weakly struck below the date on the obverse and near “POR” on the reverse, as is the case for all of the examples examined by the 
cataloger. One of the most legendary rarities in the South American Republican gold series, missing from all the classical collections and apparently 
the only example offered for public consideration in the past 100 years! The law of July 22, 1854 authorized the minting of gold coins of 10, 20 and 
40 Reales, weighing respectively 33.75, 67.5 and 135 “granos” and of 21 carat (.875) fineness. The authorized amounts for each of these denomina- 
tions were of 50,000 coins, 25,000 coins and 25,000 coins respectively. In all probability, only a handful of the latter denomination (40 Reales) were 
struck, and these are therefore usually considered as patterns although their characteristics match exactly the aforementioned law of 1854. Note that 
the “granos” (=grains) mass unit refers to the decimal grain (=0.05 g) thus making the present coin (at a purported weight of 6.75 g) the equivalent of 
a Spanish Colonial 2 Escudos, although the law referred to it as a “4 Escudos” coin. Today, the very few known examples of the 40 Reales logically 
represent the pinnacle of desirability in the Uruguayan series, based on a series of considerations: a one-year type only, it is the first gold coin legally 
struck by Uruguay, the only coin in the entire series to bear the Montevideo “Mo” mintmark and, last but not least, its rarity is unsurpassed. Indeed, 
only 6 examples of this iconic issue are currently confirmed by the cataloger, two of which are permanently impounded as seen in the following census: 
- The present example, ex Derman collection and the finest seen in private hands by the cataloger. 

- The ANS example, ex-Norweb. 

- Two examples in the BROU in Uruguay (one seemingly plugged below the date and the other plated as E-002 in Almeida). 


- The example originally from the Felix Buxareo Oribe collection, plated in page 400 of the December 8, 1901 of the “Rojo y Blanco” weekly magazine 
and apparently none of the above since identified with a few rim dings. Buxareo was heir to one of the wealthiest 19th century Uruguayan families and a 
published author and well versed expert in the agricultural and cattle-breeding field. The whereabouts of this piece are unknown to the cataloger.

Despite much searching, the only public offering traced by the cataloger that may refer to a different coin is in the 1905 sale of the Andres Lamas col- 
lection: an example part of lot “L” in the auction catalog ““Monetario y archivo perteneciente a la sucesion del Dr. Andrés Lamas” (Buenos Aires, 1905) 
was described as “Moneda de 40 reales Cufio 1854 Oro” - translated as “gold coin of 40 Reales dated 1854”. Missing in all classical collections reviewed 
- including Fonrobert, Ulex, Salbach, Rosa, Medina, Peltzer, Farouk and the more recent Eliasberg -, one of the most iconic gold issues of the South 
American series and in all likelihood the finest known example available thus immensely desirable as such.

Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneer’s sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time 
prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any 
person from the auction. 

6. Ifan entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 


Credit: 

7. In order to place bids, Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either 
furnish satisfactory credit information (including two collectibles-related business references) or 
supply valid credit card information along with a social security number, well in advance of the 
Auction. Bids placed through our Interactive Internet program will only be accepted from pre- 
registered Bidders. Bidders who are not members of HA.com or affiliates should preregister at least 
48 hours before the start of the first session (exclusive of holidays or weekends) to allow adequate 
time to contact references. Credit will be granted at the discretion of Auctioneer. Additionally 
Bidders who have not previously established credit or who wish to bid in excess of their established 
credit history may be required to provide their social security number or the last four digits thereof 
so a credit check may be performed prior to Auctioneer’s acceptance of a bid.

Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 


Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell.

Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion.

Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer's election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer's premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids.

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 


Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn ona U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients 
with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or 
corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to 
releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional information.) Payments can be made 
24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of 
the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder 
from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any 
other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may 
charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the amount of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may 
offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the Bidder or secure its claim against any of 
the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer.. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, 
or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable 
statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by 
Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received 
by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different 
Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney's fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney's time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. 


Terms and Conditions of Auction 


With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 
9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including 
a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with 
respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might 
otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the 
invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall 
have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by 
possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidder’s property in their possession... 

. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that 
Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the 
credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States.

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carrier's confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneer's file (carrier’s confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; 
if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without 
Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidder’s selected third-party shipper.

In the event the Lot is 
not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or 
moving fees, including a 10% Seller's Commission. 

36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, 
turtle shell, coral, crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for 
export, import, or both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted 
items for both export and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay, failure, or 
incapacity to obtain any such license or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely payment, or 
afford them the capacity to void their purchase or payment.

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 

in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or afhliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 
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Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury 
waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces 
the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, 
relating to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any 
interpretation of the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description 
of any lot or condition report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term 
of sale or condition report or description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or 
your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or 
representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer {which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant 
(or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a 
confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the 
rules of, the American Arbitration Association.

further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect 
arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related 
items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two 
(2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or 
punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for 
return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The 
prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based 
on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. 
awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas.
